INTERESTING REMINISCENCES BY 
AN INTIMATE FRIEND. 


Bome Interesting Details of His Homo Lilfe— 
The Beauty of Beauvoir—A Most Re- 
markabie Man. 


Written tor the Constitution. 

On the way tothe Southern Forestry con 
zress in February, 1887, I found I had a day’s 
leisure and it occurred to me to accept an often 
repeated invitation to visit Mr. Davis at Beau - 
voir, Miss., a railroad station about half way 
between Mobile and New Orleans. It chanced 
that I had beenon the committee which es- 
sorted him to Montgomery in 1861, and our re- 
lations became somewhat intimate during the 
war, continuing it without interruption to this 


ime. 

In the afternoon the train left me at the lit- 
tle depot, which is also the local postofiice— 
the ex-presideut being the chief patron. A 
young Englishman in the service of Mr. Davis 
politely guided me over the devious country 
road to the family residence half a mile dis- 
tant. 

THE BUILDINGS AT BEAUVOIR 
form auite a group, having been built at con~ 
siderable cost for a luxurious southern home. 
Situated on a high bluff of white sand, about 


the night, yy bh of her friends with her. 
I had seen Miss Davis but once, when she 
was an infant in the autumn of ’64, and found 
it difticult to realize that this tall, handsome, 
highly accomplished young woman was the 
little child I had seen in Richmond. I do not 
remember having/met a finer or more charm- 
ing young woman that Varina A. Davis, 
(named for her mother.) 

During my stay at Beauvoir I could but no- 
tice that among all classes Mr. and Mrs. and 
Miss Davis were universally beloved and re- 
spected, which, of course, was onlygnatural, as 
a more gentle, high bred and benevolent fam- 
ily I never knew. I brought away a Mexican 
cactus which, at this writing, promises to de- 
velop into a fine plant in our L. P. Grant park. 

THK BEAUTIES OF BEAUVOIR. 

I think Beauvoir is one of the most charm 
ing and restful places in the worid—to visit 
ors. I can, however, easily imagine

The New Croton Aqueduct. 
From The Century. 

“Compared with other tunnels, the new 
Gqueduct is easily at the head of all works of alike 
character in the world. The cities of Chicago and 
Cleveland are each supplied with water through tun- 
els extending out into a lake. The first Chicago 
tunne! is five feet in diameter and 10,567 feet long. 
The second tunnel is seven feetin diameter and 
$1,490 feet long. The Cleveland tunnel is only five 
feet in diameter and 6,661 feet long. All of thése 
tunnels were laid in comparatively soft materials, 
The Baltimore water supply includes a rock tun- 
hel, twelve feet in diameter and seven miles long, 
and is lined with brick-work for about two 
miles. The otd Roman aqueducts. were 
several of them Jonger than the ,Croton aqueduct, 
but they were all very small, and were merely 
masonry conduits a few feet in diameter. The 
Liverpool water supply is conveyed by an aque. 
duct about twice as long as the Croton aqueduct, 
but it is mainly a surface aqueduct, there being only 
alittle tunnel-work. A portion of the aqueduct 
is merely a pipe line, The sup- 
bly is from a reservoir formed, like that at Cro- 


~ ton or at Sodom. by building a dam across a narrow 


gorge ina valley among the mountains in Wales.

“A utilitarian would advise her to throw her 
verses into the fire, to tuck up “her 
skirts, and to help her mother scrub, darn and 
wash dishes. Such a counselor would be worthy of 
attention. But, in the first place, he would find 
that the mother would object to the help (for she is, 
as a rule, proud of her daughter's unusual accom- 
plishments); and, secondly, something valuable 
would vanish out of American life, if all the mis- 
guidei and largely futile aspiration were lost which 
constitutes the tragedy and the dignity of thous- 
ands of narrow, toilsome lives, When the failure 
is, at last, tacitly acknowledged and the hope of 
success abandoned, something yet remains, which 
is beyond the reach of hostile critics and an in- 
different public. This may bea mere heightened 
self-respect, with a touch of defiance, or it may be 
the lifiipg of the character to a higher plane 
than it would bave reached without the 
futile aspiration. Women who have passed 
through an experience of this cort transfer, when 
they become mothers, their ambition to their chil- 
dren, and will make any sacrifice in the hope of 
enabling their sons to attain what they missed. It 
isa priceless blessing to a man to have had such a 
mother; and allover this country they are scattered 
in log huts and farm houses, in tenements and in 
brownstone fronts.’’ 

In spite of their protest against the present 
order of things, Professor Boyeson thinks the 
‘“‘advanced’’ women really prefer the normal 
lot of the domestic hearth. On this point he 
says of American women: 

“As regards this fundamental characteristic, 
American women donot differ from. their sisters 
the world over. The point in which they do differ 
is chiefly a certain intellectual alertness, an adapt- 
ability, a readiness to apply their minds quickly to 
any new topic, a mental resonance which responds 
promptly toa defttouch. This accounts largely for 
the charm they exercise over foreigneis. The pro- 
portion of truly delightful women, well- bred, sym- 
pathetic and intelligent, is larger in the best society 
of our great cities than in society of a 
corresponding grade in England, France or 
Germany. In Sstateliness, dignity and finish of 
manner, the aristocracy of the old world naturally 
excelthem; but it is marvelous to observe the 
readiness with which, when they marry noblemen, 
they adapt themselves to their new surroundings 
and beat the ‘‘daughters of a hundred earls’ on 
theirown ground. They beeome grandes dames in 
an incredibly short time, yet without losing their 
American cleverness, delicacy, and piquancy of 
style. Some of the grandest ladies 
one meets in Vienna, Paris, Berlin, 
and London, the sight of whom awakens 
a sneaking admiration for feudalism and a dim 
disloyalty to the declaration of independence, turn 
out, on inquiry, to be transplanted American heir- 
esses. And yet noone would have believed, with- 
out proof tothe contrary, that this combination of 
graciousness and dignity, these delicate gradations 
of cordiality and reserve, this consummate skill in 
dealing with nice questions of etlquette, could have 
sprung from the svil of democracy.” 

In conclusion he says some wholesome things 
about aping foreign manners, and holds that 
noone who has an alien model in view can 
behave with perfect naturalness. They are 
apparently unaware that they are robbing 
themselves of their highest charm when they 
are no longer frankly American. 

Plain Words on the Woman Question. 
Grant Allen in the Fortnight Review.! 

Grant Allen has been at outs with the women 
because he maintained that theidea of their 
independence and self-support was fallacious. 


He now replies to numerous attacks by giving 


his reasons for saying that the women in the 
great majority of cases must be supported by 
men. 

He says that if every woman became the 
mother of four children, population would re- 
main stationary, and in Great Britain, where all 
do not marry, an average of six children is 
necessary to keep the population stationary. On 
the average nearly half the children die before 
maturity and it takes four to supply the places 
of their parents. He taiks outin meeting as 


follows: 

It is best for the community at large that 
most women should marry, and should have 
moderate families, rather than that fewer 
should marry 4nd haye unwiéldily large ones, 
for if families are moderaté,thére will be a 

reserve of health and ‘strength left in 
the mothers’ for eacli birth, the production of 
children can bespread more slowly over a 
longer time, and the family resources will be 
]éss heavily taxed for their maintenance and 
education. 

That is to say, 
where mapy marrt; and small families are 
the rule the children will on the average be born 
héalthier, be better fed, and be launched more 
fairly-en tlie worldin the end. Where mar- 
riages are fewer and families large, the strain 
of maternity will bé most constant and most 
heavily felt; the father will be harder worked, 
and the children be born feebler, will be worse 
fed, and ‘will start worse efjtipped in the 
battle of life.

He thinks nothing less 
than a standing army will keep them out even 
if we enact laws against them, for they would 
rather risk jails in the United States than 
execution or the horrors of famine “and over- 
crowding at home. 

The startling thing about the matter is the 
statement he makes that the Chinese over-run 
every population they press against. On this 
subject, he says: 

‘We are accustomed to regard our own eth- 
nological stock as the dominant race of man- 
kind; and yet, wherever the Chinese have col- 
onized among us, we have yielded the ground 
before their advancing hosts, and have surren- 
dered to them a dominance in law, social hab- 
its and religion. While all other races which 
combine to form the American people proper 
yield common obedience to the laws, and may 
be regarded as a common brotherhood in social 
and political citizenship, the Chinese have re- 
mained a law unto themselves, and in the esti- 
mation of the Christian communities in which 
they have established themselves they are the 
same unchanged and unchangeable 
heathen race that they were when 
they landed upon our shores. Such have been 
the results of nearly forty years of contact of 
the two races. If we consider this period too 
short a time in which to look for contrary re 
sults, what shall we say of the fact—for fact if 
is—that in the Philippine islands, where the 
Chinese have been mk soe now for nearly 
three hundred years, precisely the same results 
have come about—no better and no worse? 
Not only have they maintained their race 
characteristics, but in every instance they have 
proved themselves to be the stronger, in so far 
as the acquisition of Material wealth and ad- 
vantage are concerned, maintaining all the 
while their religion against all efforts at con- 
version. 

‘*[n 1871,’ says the Baron von Hubner, ‘‘the 
entire English trade with China, amounting to 
£42,000,000 sterling, was transacted through 
English firms.’’ Since that time, he adds that, 
‘‘with the exception of some great influential 
English firms, all the same trade has passed 
into the hands of Chinese merchants.’’ in 
Macao similar results have obtained. 

‘*When the Manchus conquered China, they 
swept all before them and introduced Manchu 
babits and customs. But steadily these inno- 
vations gave way to Chinese influences. ‘You 
may now,’ says the Abbe Huc, ‘traverse Man- 
churia to the river Amoor without being at all 
aware that you are traveling ina province of 
China. The local coloring has been totally 
effaced. The Mauchu tartars have almost 
totally abdicated their own manners, and 
adopted instead those of the Chinese.’’ 

‘*Has Chinese colonization in San Francisco 
shown any different results? Let us see. 
That portion of San Francisco Known today 
as Chinatown was originally the residence 
and business center of the town. Its natural 
advantages made it the choice of the early 
American settlers, and as such it would doubt- 
less have remained today had it not been for 
the advent of the Chinese. The latter, seeing 
also its advantages, located themseives there. 
As they increased in numbers, Christian civ 
ilization with instinctive repuguance retreated 
before them until, within this entire dis- 
trict, once literally San Francisco itself, there 
is not a vestige of American civilization re— 
maining save in the abandoned homes, 
churches, and other private and public build- 
ings, each one of which fairly swarms with 
hordes of unclean and unsavory Chinese. A 
missionary writer, the Rev. Mr. Gibson, an ad- 
vocate of Chinese immigration for Christianiz- 
ing purposes, tells the story in his book, ‘The 
Chinese in America,’’ of the abandonment of 
the ‘First Baptist Church’”’ in San Francisco 
to the Chinese: 

‘‘What was lately the First Baptist church 
of San Francisco is now a crowded Chinese 
tenement-house, full of all manner of filthi- 
ness, shame and sin. Where but lately was 
the altar of the living God now smokes the 
incense ofidolatry. That sacred temple where 
once the voice of prayer and praise to God was 
heard, now echoes with idolatrous chants and 
bacchanalian songs. Instead of standing firm 
against the incoming hosts of idolatry 
and sin, the church of Christ has beaten an ig- 
nominious retreat, bas surrendered without a 
struggle one of the strongest fortifications and 
retreated in disorder before the advancing 
hosts of idolatry.’’ Thus there as elsewhere 
they have established their supremacry, defied 
all laws for their government and the suppres- 
sion of their vices, and erected themselves 
into an imperium in imperio, conquering and 
still to conquer. 


Barnstorming in MigsissippL 
From the Century. 


Joseph Jefferson thus describes in the De- 
cember Century a curious incident of his early ca- 
reer: “We now eutered upon a course of the most 
primitive acting, going from town to town and giv- 
ing entertainments in the dining rooms of the ho- 
tels. Asthere were no papers published in these 
small villages, there were no  printing- 
offices, consequently no bills; so faming 
announcements of our arrival in a bold handwrit- 
ing were displayed in the three important points of 
the town, viz.: the hotel, the postoffice and the bar- 
ber shop. It felltomy duty. being an adept with 
the brush, to write, or rather paint these advertise- 
ments. The plays were acted in costume, but with- 
out scenery or curtain. The nightly receipts were 
small—just about enough to get us from place to 
place. ‘ 

“Our objective point was the town of Liberty, 


Mississippi; but there was some dimiculty in getting 
there, asthe distance was greater than we could 


accomplish inaday. A farmer who had been to 
the theatre the night before for the first time in his 
life was so struck by the performance that he pro- 
posed to have his team broughtin and take us to 
his farm-house, about twenty-five miles. distant. 
According to his suggéstions we were to. ret fora 
dey, give an entertainmentin his barn, and so go 
on to Libeety. 

‘But,’ said my brother, ‘you tell me there is no 
other house there but yourown. What shall we do 
for an audience?’

How to Nationalize the Land. 
F. L. Loper, in the Westminster Review. 

In England there is a discussion in the mag- 
azines as to the best plan for nationalizing the 
land. The author of this article proposes that 
the government take the land and give the 
holders compensation in annuities equal to the 
usual rent, less 20 per cent for expenses of col- 
lection and administration. The 20 per cent, 
it is estimated, will extinguish the imperial 
taxation. The annuities are to be issued in the 
form of 3 per cent stock, on which the divi- 
dends, by  gradaal diminution, will 
cease at the end of 20 °#£years. 
The decrease will be so gradual that the 
stock will have a value and be negotiable, and 
may be exchanged for perpetual aunuities. In 
fifty years, it is claimed, both the imperial and 
the local taxation will be extinguished. No 
tenants are to be disturbed and the disposses- 
sion by compensation, it is believed, will not 
interrupt business, 

The plan is detailed as follows: 

Not a sbilling would be required from the people 
for the purpose of compensation. The revenne from 
the land, over £109,000,000 per annum, would fully 
provide forthe annuities, about £80,000,000, and 
leave a balance of £20,000,000 per annum In the na- 

ional exchequer forthe benefit of the people. In 
addition to this sum, there would be a great saving 
on mortgages, which we propose to treatin this 
miauner. Mortgagees are entilled to the capital sum 
advanced, but this need not be paid in gold or bank 
notes. It may be paid in the shape of annuities at 
the market price of the day, with advantage to the 
mortgegees themselves, who would thus be provided, 
free of charge, with a@ security of the highest 
character, whichthey may retain as long or sell as 
soon as they please, Nowthe present amount of 
mortgage on English landed property is estimated 
at about £240,000,000, On this 4, sometimes 44 per 
cent. is paid, while the nation can borrow at less 
than 3. By paying off mortgages Ly annuities as 
above proposed, therefore, a saving of over 1 per 
cent. can be effected; 144 per cent. onthe above 
amount will yield £3,000,000 per annum, Add to 
this the annual increment in the value of the 
land, say £2,000,000, and we have another £5,000,000 
to the national good. This £5,000,000, with very 
moderate fees charged for transactions in the land 
department. would amply suffice for all the costs of 
administration, leaving the £20,000,000 above-men- 
tioned available for the immediate reduction of 
taxation,”’ 

“Our proposal is, that annuities not exceeding 
the net annual income derived from the land, 
should be assigned to landlords in the form of a3 
per cent stock, but subject to an annual diminution 
of 8d. per cent of stock, That is, forthe first year 
the dividend shall £3 per cent of stock; for the sec- 
ond pear, £2 19s. 9d.; for the third ycar, £2 19s. 64,, 
and so on, diminishing 3d. annually till the last 3d, 
is paid, when it will cease altogether. Suppose 
the annual amount payable to landlords 
should prove to be .  £84,000,000, the 
annual reduction would be £350,000. The national 
income would benefit by this amount, to which add 
a very moderate increment in the value of land of 
£1,650,000 and we have, bes'des the £20,000,000 men- 
tioned above, a further surplus of £2,000,000 per an- 
num available for the further continuous reduction 
of taxation. This strictly applied would ex- 
tinguish the whole of our imperial taxation 
in about thirty years. Applied next 
to the relief of local burdens, this con- 
tinued surpies would gradually diminish, andin 
another twenty years orso entirely extinguish all 
local taxation. Thus, in half a century, the entire 
burden of both imperial and local taxation might 
be removed, tothe great,relief of the industrial 
classes, not by any sudd convulsion, but by a 
gradual process, the full benefit of which 
would be felt yearly. Henceforth the annual reve- 
nue of the land would suffice for all national re. 
quirements. After this the annually increasing 
surplus would be available for educational anda 
other national purposes, for further developing the 
resources of the country and improving the condi- 
tion of the people, and ultimateiy for a national 
assurance fund for the relief of old age and in- 
firmity,” 

The First Countess of Wescex. 
Thomas Hardy in Harper's. - 

This story is not one of the satisfactory sort. 
It does not wind up all right, as the novel 
readers say. Nevertheless, it is like people. 
A girl is brought up in the country, the favor- 
ite of her blunt and blundering father, and the 
trump card of her diplomatic mother, who 
wishes to join two great estates under a great 
title. The father’s eye rests ona fine young 
fellow, well-to-do, clever and attractive, on 
whom he hopes his daughter will look with 
favor.

Building Associations. 
Thomas Gaffney, in Lippincott’s Magazine. 

The rapid development of building assocfa- 
tions in this region makes it worth while te 
understand them. Mr. Thomas Guffney, an 
expert in the building and loan association 
business, has in the December number of 
Lippincott’s Magazine an interesting article 
which goes somewhat into the principle of the 
thing. No recent article on the subject hus 
been thorough and satisfying in its analysis oj 
the business, and this is not, but it throws 
some light on the subject. The gist of the arti- 
cle is in the following extract: 

It is n for the terminating associa- 
tion to roetaetgny — Fa number of shates to begin 
with, as after the first year the stock is very 
rarely increased; so a member wishine 
to Join at the end of, say, thirteen 
months would have to pay thir- 
teen months’ dues, and very likely a 

reminm also, to make his shares equivalent 
n value to those already in. 

The perpetual associations are operated ir 
exactly the same way asthe terminating, ex- 
cept that they issue a new seriet of stock from 
time to time, say every three, six, nine, or 
twelve months. They call these Series 1, 2, 3, 
etc.,and treat them just as partners ina 
busines. There isno no necessity, nor is there 
any attempt made, to keep the funds 
of each series separate. The fund is a common 
one for all purposes, and the system is so per- 
fect for determining the rights of each series 
that it is impossible for one man to get a cent 
of that which belongs to another. There ara 
a great many advantages possesse | by the per- 
petual or serial associations over the terminat- 
ing. There arrives a period in the history of 
the terminating association, principally about 
the sixth year. when the borrowers appear te 
be satisfied, the demand for money ceases, and 
the association has to resort tothe expedient 
of torcing the stockholders to borrow, or put~- 
ting the money ina bank or trust company 
paying two per cent per annum. 

The object of these associations is to re- 
ceive from each individual asum such as he 
or she may choose to pay monthly, and to in- 
yest the aggregate of these sums by lending it 
tu such of the members as may wish to borrow 
it. The money is lent tomembers only, ample 
security—generally real estate—first being. 
given. cach person subscribes for 
a certain number of shares’ repre- 
senting an amount he or she 
can save and pay each month, and thereisa 
designated time and place for receiving this 
money. Atthe close of each meeting the 
money ore up for sale, auction-like, and ig 
knocked down to the party offering the largest 

rcentage, or the greatest amount per share. 

or instance, if A wishes to borrow on ten 
shares and bidstwenty per cent. premium, he 
would receive sixteen hundred dollars—that 
is, two thousand dollars less the twenty per 
cent. (four hundred dollars) paid for the privi- 
lege of gettlng the money in preference to 
others. Under what is called the Net Plan, 
that is, paying interest on the actual amount 
of money received, he would pay each month 
ten dollars as dues and eight dollars as interest 
and keep this up until his shares weuld bea 
worth two hundred dollars each, If he 
bid fifteen cents per share  pre- 
mium, he would receive twa 
thousand dollars and would thereafter pay ten 
dollars dues, ten dollars interest and one dol- 
lar and fifty cents premium per montn until 
the maturity of his shares. The sources of 
profit are premiums, interest on loans, fines, 
entrance fees and any margin left by with- 
drawing stockholders. The premium is the 
amount paid by the borrower for the privilege 
of getting the money in preference to others. 
There is a great deal of discussion going on at 
present about the premium paid by borrowers 
and we think much valuable time is was 
in trying to show that the borrower is payin 
too much. No one can tell, withou 
knowing all the circumstances surround— 
ing each case, whether a borrower is 
paying too much ornot. The fact of his pay— 
ing it is sufficient evidence that he considers it 
to his advantage to doso. The demand for” 
money should always regulate the premiums, | 
Some associations fix a minimum premium, 
In Pennsylvania, & minimum premium is un- 
constitutional, but, apart from this fact, it ig 
not business-like, and the demond for money 
should regulate it. 

Interest is charged and paid each month a® 
the legal rate of the state. Here in Pennsyl« 
vania it is one-half of one per cent per month. 
There are two plans of charging interest~ 
either on the gross or full amount of the loan, 
or on the net amount received by the borrower. 
The interest earned is, however, a much 
greater rate than is apparent, on account of 
the peculiar a by which itis com—. 

ounded monthly, the interest paid by one. 
orrower being lent to another—first realizing: 
@ premium at then again bearing interest.”’ 

Building association statistics are very 
meagre and by no means as reliable as they 
might he. The annual report of Professor Al-' 
bert Bowles, chief of the bureau of industrial | 
statistics of Pennsylvania, shows by a careful 
estimate the following statistics for this state:

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This is certainly a very creditable showing. ' 
There is no doubt whatever but that this grand 
army of twohundred and eighteen thousand 
people represents so many conservators of the 
peace, who are, as a class, sober, industrious, 
thrifty, peaceable, law-abiding citizens. The 
limits of a magazine article, no matter how 
liberal, will not allow us to digguss the origin 
of this benevolent form of co-operatien or 
enter into more minute details of its manage- 
ment. If it did nothing more than enable its 
members to acquire homes, it would have 
achieved a notable distinction and be regarded 
as one of the great bulwarks of the nation. 

The foundation of every good government is 
the family; and the nation that can count the 
greatest number of happy firesides is the best, 
most ‘durable and most prosperous nation. 
Building associations have dotted the country 
over with hundreds of thousauds of happy: 
homes, and by their wholesome ipfinences in 
other ways are worth to the state more than 
ten times the capital they represent. They 
have contributed in no small degree to make 
Philadelphia the city of homes, and have 
aroused a spirit of emulation in other cities 
that is full of promise for the futare,

WOMEN’S CLUBS, 


“Jennie June” Tells the Story of How It 
Began and What It Accomplished—The 
Movement for Clubs in Atlanta. 


Mrs. Croly, “Jennie June,” sends me her 
slever little book on Sorosis, which gives 4 
clear and more charming insight into the 
workings and aims of women’s clubs than any- 
thing I have yet read on the subject. 

This club, which is now one of the 
established socia! institutions of New 
York and the benevolent mother 
of many other women’s clubs, was 
organized under many disadvantages in the 
year 1868, and its establisment came about in 
this wise: A dinner at Delmonico’s was to be 
given to Mr.Charles Dickens by the Press club, 
and to this dinner Mrs. Croly, through her 
husband, who was on the executive 
committee, applied for a ticket which she 
claimed on the grounds of being a member of 
the press, and for which she offered the stipu- 
lated sum, fifteen dollars. The only member 
of the club whotreated the matter seriously 
was Mr. James Parton, who applied in turn for 
a ticket for his wife, “‘Fanny Fern,’’and this was 
followed by other applications. The news that 
the women writers wanted to have a part in 
literary club life reached the ears of Horace 
Greeley, who declared he wouldn't attend the 
dinner unless the women had a show ; 80 finally 
a reluctant note was sent to the ladies saying 
that if they would pay their fifteen dollars a 
piece and number enough to keep each other 
in countenance it could be arranged. 

To this late and churlish assent Mrs. Croly 
replied that as the ladies had not been treated 
as gentlemen they refused to attend the dinner. 


During thistime the matter had been dis- 
cussed at the Sunday evening receptions of 
Alice and Phabe Cary, where were gathered 
together many distinguished literary women of 
the day. Soon after this Mrs. Croly suggested 
the establishing of a woman’sclub to Miss 
Kate Field and finally a meeting was decided 
upon and held at the residence of Mrs. Croly. 
It was first suggested to cali the or- 
ganization the ‘‘Blue Stocking Club,’’ but 
that name was too literary for a club which 
proposed to embrace women of different minds, 
thought and work, and to be resentative of the 
whole world of working women. Mrs. Croly 
fiually suggested the name ‘‘Sorosis,’’ which 
met with the approval of all; and so the rules 
for the club were made, and the first meeting 
was held at Delmonico’s, where Mrs. Croly 
presided in the absence of the president, Miss 
Alice Cary. 

During the first two months of its existence, 
the club increased from fifteen to fifty mem- 
bers, and finally lived down the avalanche of 
ridicule heaped wpon it by press and people, 
in those days when there were no women's 
societies outside of the sewing cirele. This 
club was discussed lengthily in the London 
Queen, which thought the manner in which 
American literary women entertained 
and toasted gentlemen at their club 
dinners was most unseemly and refiected upon 
the commotion which would be created by a 
number of literary men receiving from George 
Eliot, Miss Mulock, and others an invitation 
to a club dinner. 

But Sorosis increased in prestige and pros- 
perity every day. The Press club invited their 
members to an elegant breakfast where the 
men did allthe toasting and speech-making, 
and the ladies returned their courtesy in a tea 
where the men were not allowed to chirp, but 
had to listen in silence to the remarks and 
toasts of their fair entertainers. The next en- 
tertainment of Sorosis was a dinner where the 
men and women paid and shared alike and did 
an equal amount of talking, and where Alice 
Cary read a witty speech in rhyme. 

In 1569 Mrs. Croly was elected president,and 
it was she who organized a ‘*'Woman’s Par- 
liameut’” for the purpose of broadening 
and strengthening the power of woman’s work 
and influence throughout theland. The mat- 
ters which then most interested the members 
were public education, prisons and reforma- 
tory schools, female labor—all the institutions, 
in fact, which appealed to the charity and 
thought of the best in humanity. This 
woman's congress was established, and from 
its work since then lias been one of the leading 
features of Sorosis and has done an immeas- 
urable amountof good. At the expiration of 
two years Sorosis was an established fact and 
one which received laudations from the jour- 
nals which at first treated it with ridicule, and 
even the London Queen condescended to copy 
what it termed ‘‘a long and curious account of 
its second anniversary,’ and to say there 
might be some good in itafterali. At the 
close ai this year, upon Mrs. Croly’s refusal to 
be renominated, Mrs. Chariotte Wilbur was 
gliected president, which place she held for 
five years, giving in this time many enter- 
tainments for needy women, and each year 
on the l4ith of February she had a valentine 
evening atherownhome. The entertainment 
was of a literary character, and the poems 
and essays read were by the leading au- 
thoresses of the day. 

The congress heid at the Union League 
theater was one of the most entertaining in the 
annals of Sorosis, and here papers were read 
by such writers as Julia Ward Howe, Eliza- 
beth Cally Stanton, Francis E. Willard, Mary 
Putnam Jacobi and Catharine E. Beecher con- 
cerning the advancement and education of 
women; and from this congress and its in- 
fluence sprang originally many of the ad- 
vanced ideas concerning female dress, educa-— 
tion, work and so fourth, which is making of 
the present a woman’s age—the grandest and 
highest of all. From this club has sprung 
mauy others throughout the land, all doing 

their share of good work and giving social 
pleasure and inteilectua! intercourse to hun- 
dreds of women; and throngh this clnb life 
where women grow to know each other’s needs 
and interest is based avery hope for the future 
welfare aud success ot womankind. 

This talk on Sorosis brings me to the subject 
of the working women’s club or association, 
which the members of the woman’s auxiliary 
are interested in establishing in Atlanta. This 
association willembrace ail the respectable 
classes of working women, and is intended to 
be a social organization where women of means 
and leisure can meet their sisters who work 
and know them socially. 

A member of the woman's auxiliary, in 
speaking of this proposed association, said to 
me: ‘In your articleon Woman’s Work some 
Sunday’s ago, when you spoke of makin 
friends of our working women, you touche 
on exactly the object at which weaim in form- 
iug thisclub. We want to know the working 
women of a!) classes, to find out their needs 
and help to supply them. I know that many 
of the girls who work do not receive salaries 
nuflicient to clothe them comfortably in win- 
ter; and when they get sick from cold and 
exposure, what is to become of them if they 
have nohome and no friends able to he} 
them? I know many of these girls are prou 
aud have reason to be, for they come from the 
best families in the land, and I know one could 
not approach them or render them assistance 
in the cold garb of impersonal charity. But 
when we become their friends, when we have 
the:n at our homes aud know and love them as 
‘we do those frionds of our own leisure class 
then surely they will not mind the help which 
We are so anxious to render in time of need. 1 
wart them to understand all this fully and be- 
Neve that our object in this association is the 
result of earnest, sympathetic interest from 
Women to womey.”’ 

My companion went on to speak of a talk 
With a friend of hers, wlio is clerking in one of 
the large stores here. The latter said: “I 
think if this association is founded it wil} sup- 
ply a great need and do a great good amon 
tue working women of Atlanta,and I think

~ TALMAGE ABROAD. 


DR. TALMAGE IN ENGLAND AND 
: FRANCE. 


WHAT THE “FLYING FOX’ BROUGHT 
At Queenstown—A Munificent Offer and 


Why Declined—Talmage's Helpmeet 
in the Reception of Friends. 


Rome, November 11.—|Special Correspon- 
dence Constitution.]—My budget is a compre- 
hensive one. I start in the old country. There 
is no mistaking the fact that the British people 
love Dr. Talmadge. Of this I was convinced 
before setting my foot on British soil. When 

_we arrived in Queenstown harbor, the tugboat 
Fiying Fox delivered mail to the passengers. 
The ietters, telegrams and cablegrams 
received were innumerable, and I 
need not say that the great Brooklyn 
preacher got the lion’s share of them. Of 
these offers of assistance in ths raising of funds 
forthe new and larger tabernacie were 4a 
whole avalanche of epistolary arrival. Let- 
ters nota few, embodied invitations for thé 
doctor’s assistance in breaking up ground, now 
barren of religious fruitage. His Queenstown 
mail gladdened Dr. Talmuge’s heart and 
caused his eyes to beam with joy as he review- 
ed the expressions of reverential affection with 
which his name is cherished by Christian 


England. 

Our time in Liverpool was short and barren 
of particular incident. iondon was reached 
after a rapid and pleasant run on the Midland 
railway. The great metropolis gave the doc- 
tor a welcome, as it seemed to me, commen- 
gurate with the majestic vastness of the capital 
of the world. It was not only great in its rep- 
resentative comprehensiveness, but cordial be- 
yond expression. As | looked on the scene I 
felt proud that all England, as it seemed, was 
present to honor ono of America’s foremost 
citizens. 

Greetings had been exchanged in _ pro- 
fusion when we thought of taking supper and 
retiring for the night, the journey to Paris 
awaiting us on the morrow. Going for a 
light refreshment to the noble dining room of 
the hotel, where we were stopping, the ova- 
tion took a new start and card after card was 
resented. After hastily taking a few bites, 

r. Talmage made his way to the reeception- 
room, where invitations to preach or to lec- 
ture were extended to him from nearly 
every part of the SHritish empire. A 
representative of one of the foremost re- 
ligious journals of the world came prepared 
to close an arrangement for a month’s preach- 
ing tour through England, suggesting that the 
English people would cheerfully respond to 
the amount of five thousand pounds (twenty- 
five thousand dollars) towards the tabernacle 
to be built in Brooklyn, if Dr. Talmage would 
spend that length of time with them. How- 
ever tempting such a munificent offer must 
have appeared to him, he could not bo per- 
suaded to entertain it. nor any of the numer- 
ous invitations literally showered upon him. 
He said: “While I am profoundly grate- 
ful for these cumulative manifestations 
of cordial sympathy and_ sincere af- 
fection on the part of this people, with whom 
I have in the past spent three delightful sum- 
mer vacations, I must decline to entertain any 
roposition the condition of which would be 
likely at all to interfere with the object of my 
trip, which is to personally go over the ground 
rendered sacred by our Saviour’s presence dur- 
ing His ministry in the flesh, in order to better 
fit myself for my life’s mission, which is to 
preach the Gospel of the blessed Son of God, 
as well as to aid mein the accurate prépara- 
tion ofa life of Christ that I feet called to 
write, and which must be completed the com- 
we, Ss ty 
his decision being evidently intended as 
final, it was so received by the committee 
present, who, with the expression of many re- 
grets that they could not prevail on Dr. Ial- 
mage to comply with the requests they had set 
before him, withdrew, repeating their assur - 
ances of their continued good will and express- 
ing the hope that on his way home he might 
see his way clear to favor them. 

This business over, we concluded that it 
would be best to retire to our rooms at once, 
and were preparing to separate for the night, 
when lo! another batch of cards was presented 
and another procession of visitors made their 
appearance. They were very cordially re- 
ceived by Dr. Talmage, notwithstanding the 
lateness of the hour and the intense weariness 
of which he was obviously the subject. Mrs. 
Talmage, who is a charming lady, of an ex- 
ceedingly amiable disposition, assists her hus- 
band on such occasions as I have described, 
thus contributing in no small degree to his 
social popularity. 

Among the later callers and one whom Dr. 
Talmage received in his own rooms, was a 
gentieman who urged him to deliver at least 
one address in Exeter hall before continuing 
his trip. In declining to do so for reasons 
already stated, Dr. Talmage alluded to a pre- 
vious visit in which he addressed a vast throng 
from the platform of that famed edifice. ‘I 
remember well,”’ said he, “‘the last time I 
spoke at Exeter hall. The young Prince Na- 
poleon had been killed by the Zulus and fu- 
neral services were being conducted at Chisle- 
hurst. The subject of my discourse was 
‘Happy Homes,’ and the earl of Kintore pre- 
sided. When about to introduce me the 
booming of cannons incidental to the ceremo- 
nies could be distinctly heard all over the hall. 
A hush came upon the meeting. The earl 
arose, and in his introductory remarks feel- 
ingly alluded to the home now broken up and 
devoid of all that would make it a ‘happy 
home’ to the lonely widowed heart of the ex- 
Empress Eugenie.” 

Dr. Talmage isan early riser and was up 
and about the next morning by seven,although 
he had gone to bed so late the previous night. 
He received many visitors, and with difficulty 
managed to reach the London, Dover and 
Calais railway station, where, after paying a 
small fortune for the transportation of our bag- 
gage we entered a private tompartment spe- 


cially reserved through the kind efforts of 
£ 


some unknown friend, and speeded onward c.: 
the way to Paris, ear next stopping place. 

Dover and its noble cliffs suggésted to Dr. 
Talmage any number of interesting refer- 
ences, with which he entertained royaliy not 
only his own party but everybody else within 
sound of his voice. His post of vantage was 
on the upper deck of the squatty but powerful 
steamer which carried us across the Englirh 
channel to France, where everybody listened 
£agerly to the doctor’s eloquence. Lunch was 
neglected and people who had called for ginger 
ale and sandwiches, permitied their effer- 
vescing beverage to spoil rather than in the 
eagerness Of their attention to lose what was 
being said. 

As it appeared, long before when the trip 
was expected to end, the boat was fastened to 
the stone pier at Calais, and a small army of 
porters infested it. These fussy fellows in 
sisted on dissecting our luggage and taking 
ashore piecemeal) at thé rate of two centimes a 
piece. We were quite in despair as to how to 
make aclearing through the babbling crowd 
that surrounded us on every side, when a gen- 
tleman laid hold of Dr. Talmage’s 
arm, and inquired if he had the “hon- 
neur of addressing Mons. le Docteur Tal- 
mache?’ Having received an answer he 
shouted: ‘‘Pardon, I call my vife.’’ In less 
time than it takes to pen these words he re- 
turned with a bright, cheerful looking lady 
who at once shook both of Dr. Talmage’s 
hands and then bestowed the same salutations 
on each of the balance of the party. In the 
meantime, her husband quickly apprehending 
the difficulty we were in, owing to our igno- 
rance of French, straightened out matters in a 
twinkling, insisting in paying out of 
his own — such trifling ~ fees 
as materially assist one’s way 
ina country where prospective gratuities con- 
etitut®no meanitem inthe computation of 
salaries, Then taking as much of the hand- 
baggage as he could manage to carry, he led

Our strange friend, who spoke English im- 
perfectly, addressed Dr. Talmage exclusively, 
at the rate of a volume a minute, and never 
stopped till the train arrived at ancient Calais, 
ten minutes’ distant from’ the, landing place 
known as New Calais. His wife, on the other 
hand, addressed the whole party. Her English 
was awfully broken, and in her great anxiety 


‘to say all that was in her mind to say, she just 


jammed her words together as if they were 
under hydraulic pressure. wees & half minute 
her memory or tongue failed her in her at- 
tempts to utter the suitable word in English, 
but she would promptly extricate berself by 
using the French uivalent, when she would 
sweetly smile, winking atthe same time, as 
much as to say: ‘‘Do you catch on?”’ 

We gathered that tLe pair had been greatly 
profitted by reading the Brooklyn sermons in 
the London Christisn Heraid) Not under- 
standing English they had managed to carry 
themselves through them with the aid ofa 
dictionary. Although engaged as an engineer 
in a cracker bakery, the good man found con- 
siderable opportunity to do mi:sionary work 
among his fellow townsmen, and he found Dr. 
Talmeage’s sermons exceedingly helpful to him 
in his Christian activity. 

He belonged to the Wesleyan denomination, 
in which he was an exhorter. Such knowledge 
of English as he and his wife possessed they 
had gained exclusively through their efforts to 
read the Tabernacle sermons, and he was 
proud of the fact that, though he spoke 
English but brokenly, he éould both 
read and write it correctly and 
fluently. From the columns of the pa- 
per named he and bis partner had learned Dr. 
Talmage’s plans of traveb, and filled witha 
burning desire tosee the man whose sermons 
had done them so much good, they had de- 
cided to go tothe dock at Calais and there 
await fis arrival. To make sure of recogniz- 
ing him, they. had. before they left home, 
studied the features of a portrait that adorned 
the walls of their home, 

As we arrived in Paris the day after the 
World’s exposition closed, we were unfortu- 
nately not able to see itinits glory. GetuUng 
up early in the morning, however, we took a 
coach and drove over tothe grounds in order 
tosee the famous Eiffel tower When ques- 
tioned as to his impressions of the tower, Dr. 
Talmage said: 

‘It surpasses my expectations. I never be- 
fere saw the exquisite and majestic so effec- 
tively combined. ‘The way to look at it is to 
let your eye start at the base and very slowly 
ascend, and by the time your sight has trav- 
eled to the top you will find yourself out of 
breath with emotion. A man who could build 
that tower could build a world if he 
had the materials and machinery requisite, 
Nothing that will ever be built on either con- 
tinent can take anything from 
the originality and splendor of the intellect 
that planned that marvel before yet its two 
first bars of iron were interlaced. But the 
idea that I have seen in some newspapers that 
we caunot equal that structfre for our Ameri- 
can exposition of 1892, is an absurdity as high 
as Eiffel tower. Our American architects and 
engineers are as talented, our building n aterial 
as strong, our foundations as solid, ou: skies 
as lofty. Surely the lines of beauty 
are not all exhausted. I warrant you 
there are already a dozen American artists 
who have atower more graceful than this, 
either in their brain or actually put in dia- 
gram. Give our American genius a chance 
for such a structure. The history of this 
Eiffel tower proves not only that the thing can 
be.done, but that it will be financially remun> 
erative. As sure as we live we 
shall see in America, in 1892, a 
tower higher, stonger, more delicately 
graceful and with larger financial income. If 
the Eiffel tower isa thousand feet high, we 
can have a tower fifteen hundred feet high; if 
that weighs 150,000,000 pounds, we can have 
one weighing 200,000,000 pounds ; if ten thous- 
and persons can stand in it at one time, we can 
have fifteen thousand in ours. As America 
has the greatest cataract coming down, she 
might as well have the greatest tower going 
up.” Louis KLOPSCH. 


WASN’T USE TO A LOOKING GLASS. 


The Novel War Experience of the Popular 
Coroner of Ware County. 
From the Waycross, Ga., Reporter. 

Coroner Jackson Grimes (may the angels 
bless him) once attempted suicide—that is to 
say, attempted to kill himself, believing that 
he was somebody else. 

It isa good story, and he tells it upon him- 


self. 

In 1861 Mr. Grimes entered the confederate 
service’ in Captain Ivey’s company of the 
Twentieth Georgia Volunteers. His health 
was poor then, and soon after reaching the 
front he was sent to Chimborazo hospital, at 
Richmond, Va. There he lay on a bed of sick- 
ness fora whole year. In the fall of 1862 he 
was discharged from service for disability, and 
transportation papers given him back to Col- 
umbus, Ga., where he then lived. 

The captain of his company, like many other 
confederate officers at that period of the war, 
occupied an elegant suit of rooms at the Ex- 
change and Ballard hotel, then the finest host- 
elry in the confederate capital. He asked 
Grimes to call at his rooms before leaving for 
Columbus, as he had a package he wished to 
send byhimtohisfamily. , 

He told Grimes the number of his apart- 
inents in the hotel, gave him due instructions 
as to which stairsteps to ascend, what floor to 
stop or, etc. But Mr. Grimes forgot the num- 
ber, and, after wandering about the corridors 
and hallways of the large hotel for a good 
while, finally got into the wrong room.

Beards and Shaving. 

Eprtrors Constrrution: When did people 
commence shaving? A. 

The earliest reference to shaving is found in 
Genesis Kii., 14, where we read that Joseph, on 
being summoned before the king, shaved himself. 
There are several directions as to shaving in Leviti- 
cus, and the practice is alluded to in many other 
parts of the Holy Scriptures. Egypt is the only 
country mentioned in the Bible where shaving 
was made a practice. In all other countries 
such an act wotltld have been debas- 
ing in the extreme. Herodotus mentions that the 
Egyptians allowed the beard to grow when in 
mourning. So particular were they as to shaving 
at all other times, that to neglect it was to set one’s 
self up as a target for reproach and ridicule. When 
the Egyptian artistsf{intended to convey the idca of 
a inean, low, slovenly fellow they always repre- 
sented him tn fall beard. 

Unlike the Romans of a later age, the Egyptians 
did not confine the shaving privilege to free citi- 
zens, but obliged their slaves to shave both beard 
and head. 

The priests were about the only class of citizens 
who habitually shaved the head, except the slaves. 

About 300 years B, C. it became the custom of the 
Romans to shave regularly. According 
to Pliny, Scipio Africanus was the first Ro- 
man to shave daily. In France the shav- 
ing custom was brought about by Louls XIII com- 
ing to the throne young and beardless. The Anglo 
Saxons woretheir beards until at th Pguest 
they were compelled to follow the example “w.4 the 
Normans, who shaved. From the time of Edward 
III, to that of Charles I., beards were universally 
worn, Inthe time of Charlies L mustache and 
whiskers only were worn, and soon after the reign 
of that monarch the shaving practice became gen- 
eral, 


Origin of Faire. 


_Epitrors Constrrution: Why are the pub- 
lic displays of the product of the home and farm 
termed fairs? R. 8. 


“Fair’ isa word that comes to us from the French 
word foire, which has its root in the Latin forum, 
meaning a market-place, In Europe, fairs appear 
to have had their origin in the church festivals, 
where large gatherings of people afforded and in- 
vited opportunity for the display of wares and for 
cummercial transactions. They were of 
great use in those times when ordinary, 
incans of communication between  coun- 
tries were very limited and the meaus of exchangs 
ipg commodities were meager; or at the foot of high 
mountainsat the beginning or end of the snow 
season, when for months together the inhabitants 
were shut up in their houses. The greatest fairs in 
the world are the Easter and Machaeimas fairs at 
Leipsic. After the great fairs of Leipsic, the 
one called the Fair of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, at Nigni-Novgorod, in Russia, is the 
greatest in the world, and is frequented by buyers 
and sellers from the different parts of Europe, and 
of northern and central Asia, The fair of Kiachta, 
in the south of Siberia, is one of the important and 
most considerable fairs out of Europe. It isa sort 
of barter market, where almost allthe commercial 
transactions between the Russians and Chinese em- 
pirestake place. Ourown fairs, of different «inds, 
as they are, need no description. 


The Great Eastern. 


Eprrors Constitution: Tell me something 
about the Great Eastern and its history. 
A. G. H. 


The Great Eastern isabout to be destroyed, We 
have so often been called upon in past years to an- 
nounce the last,and the very last, and positively the 
very last of this magniticent but generally useless 
bip, which has lingered on through an obscure and 
profitiess existence since her single voyages to New 
York, New Orleans and Melbourne proved a com- 
mercial failure, that the stranded hull onthe Mer- 
sey shore, ready to be broken up for a few thousand 
pounds worth of old iron, may seem but a remi- 
niscerce of the fate repeatedly de- 
clared to be imminent and com- 
monly believed to be past. It is thirty years since 
she first put to sea from the Thames, and her pas- 

@ge down the channel was marred by a shocking 
disaster—from the blow up of her steam apparatus, 
which cost ten lives; but the laborious efforts to 
launch this euormous Leviathan, as she was at. first 
called, in 1857, trom Mr. Scott Russeli’s building 
yard at Millwall, had been ominous of ill success. 
Men were killed by the breaking of a gear attached 
o hydraulic enginas that slowly pushed her, broad- 
side on, into the comparatively narrow river, and 
Mr. Brunel, the eminent engineer, dying a few 
days afterwards, was thought{to be a victim of sore 
anxiety and severe disappointment. One service- 
able and honorable performance, the laying of an 
Atlantic telegraph cable in 1866, isset down to the 
credit of the Great Eastern, but experience has 
shown that vessels of moderate size can do such 
work just as well. It is a sad chapter in the 
history of marine architecture, and some peo- 
ple must have lost at one time and another 
nearly a miullion§ sterling altogether by this 
immense mistake. The Great Eastern might, per- 
haps, have been converted into a very commodious 
floating hotel, mooredin some tranquil bay; she 
could never have been a good sea-going ship, or 
competed in speed, comfort or safety with the ad- 

mirable “liners’’ of recent construction. Her 
engines, indeed, were manifestly of insufficient 
power, and she rolled grievous!y for lack of a keel, 
The dimensions of the big ship were six hundred 
and ninety-one feet length. elghty-three feet width 
and sixty feet depth; capacity, 22,500 tons burden

population of Barbary, are a mixture of the Mauri, 
from whom they derive their name—Numidians, 
Phoenicians, Romans and Arabs, who have sue- 
cessively held posession of the country. They 
employ the Arabic language, but with many cor- 
ruptions and deviations from the original. 2. 
Severus was born near Leptis Magna, on 
the north coast of Africa, but we must 
guara against the common error of look- 
ing on the term negro as synonymous with African. 
Pritchard says very emphatically: ‘It ought to be 
remembered that the word negrois not a national 
appellation, but denotes the ideal type constituted 
by the assemblage of certain physical characteris- 
tics, which is exemplifiedin the natives of Guinea, 
in western Africa, and in their descendants in 
America and the West Indies.” Latham, another 
distinguished ethnologist, observes: No fact is 
more necessary to be remarked than the difference 
between the negro and the African; a fact 
well verified in reference tothe map. Here the true 
negro area—the area occupied by men of black skin, 
thick lip, depressed nose and wooly hair—is exceed- 
ingly small.

Mad Dogs, 


Eprrors Constitution: In your weekly 
paper, October 15th, 1889, page 12, is an article, 
headed ‘sD Prone 10 Madness.” I will make the 
following statement which you may publish if you 
think it worth while; All breeds of dogs, not mat- 
ter on what they are fed. are liable tomadness, The 
cause of this Hability at first instance is in the dog, 
and this in the dog’s tongue. Each dog, as a lit- 
pup, has a narrow white speck about half an inch 
or inch long, beginning at the end and on the 
lower part of his tongue, and running towards his 
throat, similar toanerve. This speck holds alittle 
worm who in some days grow, and who through 
irritation caused in the tongue causes the dog to get 
mad. The dog tries to run away from it, but con- 
tinually thwarted in his efforts finally gots mad, 
especially in hot weather .By most dogs, this worm 
eliber dies out or remains inetiective. But this 
white speck may readily be cut out without any 
injury to the dog as long, as the dog is very yoate, 
This cutting out removes all possible canse to mat 
ness. There may be causes who cause the worm to 
grow and to work hardin the tongue; but where 
the worm itself is cut out those other causes cannot 
work on the dog without the worm.

Modern Sampsons. 

Eprrors ConstiruTion: Please give me 
the names and feats of some of the strongest men of 
modern times. A. B. 

An {tallan rope walker, Venetianello, was cele- 
brated throughout Europe as the strongest man in 
the sixteenth century. He dally performed witha 
hardwood beam twenty feet long and a foot square. 
This beam wasa heavy load fortwo men of ordi- 
nary strength, yet this man would walk about his 
exhibition grounds with it on his shoulder, juggler 
fashion, and shift it from one shoulder to the other 
without the aid of his hands. 

Nicholas Klunher, anotber sixteenth century 
athlete living at Mispia, Thuring, brought from a 
cellar a cask of wine containing two hundred and 
fifty gallons, George LeFeur, a German writer, 
mentions this featin his writing, and says that the 
affidavits of persons. who witnessed the removal of 
the cask were then extant. 

“I have seen @ man,’’ says Mayolus, the Italian 
bishop, “in the town of Aste, who bandled a pillar 
of marble three feet long and one foot square. He 
castithighin the air, then received it upon his 
arms, then threw it up again as easily as if it had 
been a cotton ball.’’ 

Cardan writes that he once saw a man dancigg 
with two fully grown men in his arms, and with 
one seated upon each shoulder, and a fifth clinging 
to his neck. 

Hermann Maurice, count of Saxe, of whom 
Frederick the Great wrote: “I have seen the hero 
of France, a man of whom all the generals of 
Europe could learn the art of war,” was a!man 
renowned for strength. While waiting at the village 
smithy for his war-horse to be shod, his favorite 
pastime was that of pulling horseshoes in two and 
twisting off large bars of iro. 

Leebeiski, the autbor, who was at Constantinople 
during the celebration in honor of the birth of Ma- 
homet, son uf Amurath, the Turkish emperor, in 
1681 saw a man who lifted with ease a beam of 
hewed wood three teet in diameter,and so loag and 
heavy that ten men wore unable to remove it from 
iis resting place. The same permitted a stone of 
twelve hundred weight to be placed upon his chest, 
while eight men who placed it there with levers 
and ropes, seated themselves on the top of it. 

Thomas Topham was the wonderful man of the 
past century. He was born in London in1710. On 
his thirty-first birthday he gave an exhibition of 
his strength by lifting three hogsheads of water, 
weighing eighteen hundred pounds, in the presence 
of many people. With hts fingers hé rolled up a 
strong pewter dish with as much ease as an ordi- 
nary man would a sheet of paper. He 
struck an iron poker threexfourths of an 
inch thick across his bare arm, between the 
elbow and the wrist, until the instrument was ben 
so as tonearly forma rightangle. Taking another 
poker of the same kind across the back of his neck, 
be bentit in the form of a horseshoe, and then 
made it straight with his bare hands. He brokca 
hempen rope two inches in thickness, the same 
with which two horses had pulled an immense 
stone roller, weighing eight hundred pounds, and 
afterwards lifted the roller itself with nothing but 
his bands and a chain fastened in a large column. 

John Bray, a Cornishman, who lived about the 
same time, for a small wager, carried six bushels of 
wheat and the milier, seated on top of the sacks, a 
distance of five hundred yards. W. B. Curtis, of 
New York, lifted in harness thirty-two hundred 
pounds. HH, Loussing lifted thirteen hundred 
pounds with his hands alone, and D. L. Dowd. of 
Springfield, beat the Cincinnati man’s lift by fifty- 
eight and one-half pounds. 

Sterns Carpenter, an old man living at Granite 
Corners, New York, in 1883, claimed to have shoul- 
dered a cannon weighing fourteen hundred 
pounds, and to have once carried a box of scrap 
iron that weigbed nineteen hundred pounds. At 
the age of eighty years he could grasp a twenty- 
ae railroad railin vach band and walk off with 

em. 

At Berthierville, Quebec, in 1888, Louis Cyr, the 
Canadian giant crept under some trestles upon 
which three thousand five,yhundred and thirty-six 
pounds of pig iron rested upon heavy timbers and 
raised that enormous weight two inches from its 
resting place on the trestles, 

At Lynn, “Massachusetts, in 1884,C. O. Breed 
lifted a barrel Of flour two hundred and forty times 
in one hand in one minute. The total weight 
lifted in those sixty seconds amounted to fifty-six 
thousand six hundred pounds, It is doubtful if 
this has ever been exvtlied.

"ARP ABROAD. 


HIS EXPERIENCE OF THE HARD- 
SHIPS OF TRAVEL. 


Walting for the Train—Dr, Caldwell’s 
‘‘Melish’’—Incidents Suggested by a 
Trip Through Tennessee.’ 


Here I ama belated traveler in a strange 
town. The Memphis train won't go until the 
Knoxville train comes. “Nour and 4 half 
late,” says the ‘‘ticket of leave man,” and that 
means that E will lose connection at Memphis 
and fail to meet my appointments beyond. 
Wish I was at home. Home is the best place 
in the world. A woman with two children 
said in a pitiful voice, “dia he say an hour and 
ahalf?’”’ “Yes mam.” ‘Will that delay me 
at Memphis from going righton?"’’ ‘‘It will 
mam.’ She turned her face away, but Isaw 
her distress and heard her say to her boy: 
“I’m afraid we will be too late.’’ Too late— 
too late for what, I wondered. I found out 
afterwards. It was ‘‘too late’’ to see her daugh- 
ter, Who was dying when the telegram reach- 
ed her. 

WHAT A WORLD OF TROUBLE. 

That poor mother’s trouble swallowed up my 
own vexation and disappointment for a time. 
“Nour and a half iate,’’ I heard again, and a 
northern man bound for Florence said, ‘‘That’s 
the way with these southern railroads. You 
can’t rely upon them.- You never know when 
you will reach a place until you get there.

What a world of love and comfort there is in 
sympathy.

While waiting iz the large reception 
room of the Reed house, it was curious to watch 
the busy people come and go—to see the travel- 
ing merchants writing their business letters 
and their home letters and their love letters, at 
the long table under the incandescent lights. I 
I could almost tell what kind ofa letter it 
was, by looking upon their various faces and 
expressions. ‘‘ What are you writing,Jim ?’’said 
one. ‘‘Writing to my sweetheart; what aro 
you writing?’’ ‘*Writing to my mother,’’ he 
said, and they leaned earnestly over the paper.

AndI believe to this day 
that if Strait had have come those meelish 
would have fought for they had got down be- 
hind the bank of the river where the yankees 
couldn’t see them, and they were obliged to 
fight, or swim, or surrender.

HELD THAT POSITION 


With the Principal Events in the City’s His- 
tory During Their Terms in Office—In- 
teresting Times in Atlanta. 

There are living today fifteeg gentlemen, 
each of whom has at some time in the 
history of Atlanta, held the position of mayor 


of the city. 


All but one of these still live in Atlanta, 
and each has something interesting to tell of 
his administration. 

The first is Hon. Jonathan Norcross, 
Atlanta’s fourth mayor, and one of her pioneer 
citizens. From a sick bed he tells the story 
of the troublous times, when he was the city’s 
executive head, and it is an interesting story. 

Then comes Hon. William Markham—his 
immediate predecessors, Thomas F. Gibbs and 
Jobn F. Mims, being no longer in the land of 
the living. Colonel Markham was mayor 
for but sixty days, but despite 
its brevity it was an interesting administra- 
tion. 

Messrs. William M. Butt, Allison Nelson, 
Johu’ Glenn, William Ezzard, Luther J. 
Glenn, Jared I. Whitaker, Thomas F. Lowe, 
James M. Calhoun followed Major Markham, 


but all are dead. 

Hon. James E. Williams followed Mayor 
Calhoun for three terms. Toone of these he 
was not elected. His administration held 
during the days of reconstructiyn—the worst 
the city ever knew, and his story of the events 
of those days is well worth reading. 

His successor was Colonel W. H. Hulsey, 
who was one of the youngest mayors the city 
ever had. Then came Hon. Dennis F. Ham- 
mond, now a resident of Florida, and Hon. 
John H. James. The events of both these 


administrations are graphically told. 

Next week Tue ConstiTuTION will tell of 
the other living ex-mayors—Judge Hammock, 
Hon. Samuel B. Spencer, Judge W. Lowndes 
Calhoun, Captain James W. English, Colonel 
John B. Goodwin, Judge George Hillyer and 
Hon. John Tyler Cooper. And also of Hon. 
John T. Glenn, who isn’t ‘‘ex’”’ by a large ma- 
ority. 


Hon. Jonathan Norcross. 

Of the fifteen surviving mayors of the city 
of Atlenta, Hon. Jonathan Norcross is the 
oldest probably in point of years as well asin 
date of administration. He wasoneof the 
pioneer citizens. When the charterof the 
city was formulated he was a leading spirit in 
the community. From the election of the 
first mayor down to the present time he has 
always been devoted tothe interests of the 
city. 

But for the past few months the health of 
the venerable subject of this sketch has been 
steadily declining, and when visited at his 
home in West End to hear from his own lips 
the story of the early days of the city, was 
very feeble. Even now he is unable to leave 
his room, and expresses the consciousness of 
his approaching end. 

Mr. Norcross was the fourth mayor of At- 
Janta, but from the commencement of his ad- 
ministration really dates the growth and pros< 
perity of the 
city. In his own 
‘words, his pre- 
decessors had 
been little more 
than figure 
heads, in some 
instances worse. 
In 1851, the year 
of his adminis- 
tration, and the 
fourth of the 
city’s history, 
the population, 
which numbered 
about four thou- 
sand, with 250 
voters, was 
nearly equally 
divided between the lovers of Jaw and 
order and exacily the opposite. ‘‘There was 
not restraint at all attempted upon any sort of 
lawlessness,’’ says Mr. Norcross. “The first 
mayor had himself been a gansbler, and, of 
course, took no measure to putastop to this 
form of evil, and the second executive was so 
weak that he nuver attempted to enforce even 
the few criminal laws that were on our books. 
The third municipal administration was a 
counterpart of the first, and when I came into 
office the town was in the hands of the rowdy 
elemént. 

“In fact that’s what they ftyled themselves 
in the campaign—‘the rowdies,’ I being 
elected by ‘‘the orderlys.’’ There was no such 
thing as politics in the municipal elections 
then, though I wasa whig. It was order or 
lawlessness, and everybody was for either one 
orthe other. The ‘rowdies’ opposed me bit- 
terly, for I was nominated on account of my 
well known sentiment against the disorderly 
element. I expected trouble, but was de 
termined to either route the law-breakers or 
break up the settlement. That’s why I con- 
sented to serve. 

‘‘Well, the very day I assumed the duties of 
my fnew oflice, the ‘rowdies’ concoted a 
scheme to test my courage and see if I really 
meant to enforce the law. One of them commit- 
ted some offense publicly and was brought be- 
fore me by the marshall for trial, the “mayor 
beivg ex-officio recorder, I fined him ten or 
fifteen dollars, a sum then unheard of for any 
sort of an offense. The case had attracted 
considerable interest and the room was 
crowded with both ‘orderly’ and ‘rowdies.’ 
I had hardly uttered the word of the fellow’s 
sentence before he jumped up and, pulling a 
large dirk from the back of his collar, began 
slashing around promiscuously, swearing he 
would kill the first man wholaid a finger on 
him. I didn’t stand on dignity a bit, and by 
the time I got wellentrenched behind a big 
chair, the house was emptied, save three or 
four, who staid to see it out, among them 
Allen E. Johnson and Cicero Strong. Johnson 
was sheriff of DeKalb county, a fellow as 
brave asa lion. He had a small hickory stick 
in his hand, and when the prisoner turned to- 
ward me Johnson struck the knife from his 
hand, and together with the others carried 
him down stairs and turned him loose. I didn’t 
hunt him anymore, but let him go. 

“But this didn’t satisfy the ‘rowdies.’ They 
saw I was determined to attempt the enforce- 
ment of the law, and a week or so after my in- 
auguration, combined fora final effort. One 
day they came to the front of my store with a 
cannon, and after firing several charges, 
marched off, but that night the cannon was 
brought back loaded and leftin front of my 
door with a notice attached that I must either 
resign or leave town. I hadn’t any notion of 
doing either,and so issued a proclamation 
calling the citizens together to take measures 
for the maintenance of law and order. About 
150 came, all fully armed, some with guns and 
pistols and others: with clubs. We organized 
on M ta street, where Jacob’s store now 
is, under command of Weldon Mitchell, while 
the ‘rowdies’ congregated ina hall down on’ 
Decatur street, About midnight everything 

was ready. and when we marchéd down to the 
attack nearly all the ‘rowdies’ scattered. We 


took the leaders, hewever 
up in the ca : due 


i, 


legislature, and also in endeavoring to procure 
subscription to the capital stock. This part of 
the undertaking, however, was not very 
successful, as the subscriptions did not mate- 
rialize. The bank was for a time aban- 
doned, but finally a gentleman from 
Chicago ~ the name of George Smith ap- 
in the city and asked for the charter. 
ayor Norcross, after making inquiries as to 
his responsibility, turned the charter over to 
him, and the bank of Atlanta was established. 
The banks in Augusta, Columbus, Savannah 
and Athens strongly opposed the Atlanta ven- 
ture, however, and the result was that its 
notes could not be kept floating for more than 
a week atatime. Smith’s credit was excep- 
tionally good, but the other banks wanted the 
Atlanta territory themselves, and combined to 
run him off. After three or four years they 
succeeded, and one day Smith, after calling in 
all his biils from the surrounding country, 
gathered them together and applied the match. 
Foar hundred thousand dollars in bills were 
burned, and the bank of Atlanta was a thing 
of the past. 

“This was the romantic incident in the bank 
ing history of Atlunta,’”’ said Mr. Norcross 
**But it was not without its beneficial effects. I 
showed that even at that early day all the othe 
cities were afraid of Atlanta, and served as an 
impetus to urge the young city on toward what 
she now is, and to what she is determined to 
become—the metropolis of the south.”’ 


Hon, Willlam Markham. 


For just sixty days Hon. William Markham 
was mayor of the city of Atlanta. 

A tolerably short administration, to be sure, 
but in the short space of his term Mr. Mark- 
ham succeeded in bringing to a focustwo 
pieces of legislation that had given his prede 
cessors not a little trouble. 

Besides his short tenure of the mayoralty 
there is another thing in relation to Mr. Mark- 
ham’s election tothe office that is unusual, to 
say the least. He had been a resident of the 
city only a little more than six months, mov- 
ing to Atlanta from McDonough in January, 
1853, and being elected to fill the unexpired 
term of John F. Mimsin the following No- 
vember. 

Mr. Markham was elected as a whig—one of 
the few mayors of Atlanta who did not ride 
into office oma straight democratic ticket. 
For sixty days 
things were 
very lively 
around the may- 
or’s office. Mr. 
Markham ’s 
short adminis-— 
stration was full 
of social as well 
as business re- 
wy forms. Overin 
that part of At- 
lanta now 
/\known as Chap- 
el] Hill, there 
was what Sam 
Jones probably had in his minds eye when he 
coined his famous saying—the slums of in- 
iquity. It was known in police circles, and, in 
fact, all over the city, as Snake Nation. Many 
of the older citizens now living remember the 
fearful congregation of lawlessness and im- 
morality that conprized the personnel of Snake 
Nation, and the constant trouble it gave the 
authorities. It was the rendezvous for gamb— 
lers, thievesand vagabouds of every stripe, 
with their accompanying surroundings of vice. 

The Mims administration, which preceded 
that of Colonel Markham, inaugurated the 
crusade against the Nation, but it was left for 
the latter to effectually rid the city of their 
nuisance. At one time, Mayor Markham, who 
was also chief of police and recorder, had about 
125 of the female citizens of Snake Nation 
under bond, which were finally dismissed upc a 
the agreement of the defendants to leave the 
community forever. The breaking up of tls 
nuisance alone, the most corrupt that evyér 
throve in the state of Georgia; was in itself a 
great piece of work, but the sixty days mayor 
accomplished others that were eqnally. 4s im- 
portant, more so,from a business stan nt. 

Immetiately upon assuming the ma@fpralty, 
Colonel Markham took measures to insure the 
speedy completion of the city hal), which had 
been begun a year or more previous; and 
which, after standing more than a quartet of a 
century, doing good honest service to the, city 
fathers, as well as harboring the soldiers of 
Sherman and Meads, was finally removed to 
give place to Georgia’s ney ¢a gia nifi- 
cent successor. ® advanced one tholisand 
dollars in order that the work might be re- 
sumed and prosecuted until legislation could 
be effected for the issuing of the $10,000 in 
bonds necessaay to complete the building. 

Then it was a this time that Mr. Mark- 
ham drew up the bill providing for the laying 
out of the city into wards. Five wards were 
created, the bounds in all but one remaining 
the same until the present day, The fourth 
was divided, making what is now the sixth. 

‘Quite a difference between now and then,”’ 
said Colonel Markham, who, by the way, still 
retains the same love for Atianta in the golden 
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harvest of his maturity that made 
his youthful administration of the city’s 
atfairs 80 vigorous. ‘*Then I was 


both mayor and recorder, and almost anything 
else that went toward making and executing 
the laws. The police, youask? Well, there 
was a good force, but no chief. . In those days 
the city marshal was the head of the depart- 
ment. Inmy timehe was Ben Willford,a 
good one, too. The laws were executed to the 
letter, and several times, I recollect, the pen- 
alties imposed upon belligerant citizens created 
quite asensation. Once a man named Whit- 
ney, @ prominent citizen, got into a fight with 
another of about equal standing. I fined them 
$25, but my action created such excitement 
that the council took the affair in hand and re- 
mitted the fines. 

‘*Before we got into the new city hall, which 
was in course of erection, the-offices were upon 
Whitehall street, near about where Rich’s 
store now stands. Oncel fined another citizen 
$25 for disorderly conduct. He was a man of 
years and standing in the town, and in sentenc- 
ing him, I took occasion to administer some 
good advice about setting proper examples for 
the people. When I finished my talk, the de- 
tendant stepped forward with the remark: 

**T don’t mind your fine, but I don’t want to 
be lectured by a dam yankee.’ 

‘*The council also took his case up and re- 
turned the fine. Yousee I was a whig and ey- 
ery member of the council democrats. That 
didn’t make much difference though when it 
came to a question as to what was best for the 
city. Then weall joined inand pulled—the 
Atlanta of today is the result.’’ 

At the close of his sixty-day term, Colonel 
Markham again offered for the mayoralty, but 
was defeated by Judge Butt, a compromise 
candidate between himself, whig, and Mr. 
Needbam L, Angier, democrat. Angier re- 
ceivid 75 votes and Butts a majority of 23 over 
Colonel Markham, out of a total vote of about 
600 


This was Atlanta in ’53, and the career of 
the next to the oldest surviving mayor. 


Hon. James E. Williams. 

The only mayor of Atlanta who ever served 
a term for which he was not elected was Hon. 
James E. Williams, who now lives on Forcst 
avenue, in the same house in which he dwelt 
as chief executive of the city wheh that part 
of it had not been laid out and was practically 
a country district, Now it isone of the best 
and most fashtonable sections. 

Mr. Williams was elected in December, 1865, 
and served until January 1869, being chosen 
for the first two years but serving the third 
because the federal authorities then in com- 
mand of the city would not permit an 
tion. 

He was the reconstruction mayor. 

And in his administration the social as well 
as political life of Atlanta was in a most 
chaotic condition. Partof the time under 
civil government and part under military rule, 
Atlanta, during Mayor Williamns’s adminis. 
tration, underwent the crisis in her career. A 
better man to tide her through these troubu- 
lous times could not have been selected than 
Mr. Williams. During his time, when the 
city was under the provisional ernment 
he held his office with as manoh dlenie? ae

Mr. Williams 
is a venerable- 
looking old gen- 
tleman, but,though time has whitened his lo_ks 
and unsteadied his step, he still recalls with 
vividness the scenes of those trying and tu- 
multuous times. 

‘*‘Words cannot describe the condition of the 
fost who made up Atlanta in those days, 


ust after the war,”’ he said the other 

ay when asked to recount his admin- 
istration. “When I assumed the duties of 
my office everything was in chaos, the people 
terribly reduced and confused, and to a great 
extent dependent upon the government for 
their daily bread. Up to mid winter of ’66 the 
government issned rations to the poor, and 
this was one of the reasons for the terrible 
smallpox epidemic ‘that followed. The free 
ratious drew thousands of poor creatares tothe 
city, who were here only to keep from starving. 
They were camped all over the outskirts in o 
army tents, and when the smallpox appeared 
among them it was terribly disastrous. This, 
of course, increased the already great suffer- 
ing and the worst of it was the charter did not 
allow the city to issue bonds to meet the wants 
of the people’ 

‘*In the midst o] all this suffering and desti- 
tution, the relief committee of the council 
issued a call for assistance to other cities. As 
soon as our appeal reached Louisville, that 
city telegraphed that $2,500 was at our dis- 
posal, which was invested in provisions and 
medicines, and sent to Atlanta, St. Louis 
sent us six thousand dollars, but the only re- 
ply we got from Chicago was a resolution from 
the council, stating that they had no authority 
to mien one: money for such a cause. 

‘There was not a word of sympathy or en- 
couragement in the resolution. When the 
legislature met in ’66 it authorized us to issue 
bonds to relieve the distress, and from that 
time on we were able to take care of ourselves. 

‘General Pope, who was first in command 
when the city was under military discipline, 
was not the most agreeable person in the 
world, but I managed to get along with him 
very well. Immediately after he came he 
issued an order requiring the mayor, marstial 
and police force to be present at all public 
political gatherings. This caused the sugges- 
tion of an ordinance to the counci 
requiring twenty-four hours notice of 
any = political gathering. This was 
passed to protect me from being tried by a 
military court in case a meeting was held 
without my knowledge. I believe this ordi- 
nance is still on the statute books of the city; 
I never heard of its repeal, though it should 
have been done long ago. 

“After Pepe came Meade. He “vas every 
inch a gentleman, and never attempted to in- 
terfere in the least with the exccution of the 
civil laws. 

“Of course we had plenty of disturbances 
and small sized riots, but during my whole ad- 
ministration I never once called upon the mil- 
itary authorities for aid. Then we had a 
police force of forty men, as brave and faithful 
as ever existed, and notwithstanding the con- 
fusion of reconstruction they maintained order 
and authority throughout the city. 


you say? Well, it was the constitutional con- 
vention and removal of the capitol from Mil- 
ledgeville to Atlanta. After the insertion in 
the new constitution of the clause providing 
for the removal, I called the council together 
to digcuss a proposition. We finally agreed to 
pay all the expenees of removal over and 
above what the running é6xpenses were at Mil- 
ledgeville, and to provide a building and exec- 
utive mansion for ten years. This was ac- 
cepted, and a committee from the legislature 
came before the council to arrange the prelim- 
inaries of the removal. The balance of the 
story of the acceptanoe of the Kimball opera 
house is known toall. But I will say that 
the city counoil never agreed to expend 
more than seventy-five thousand dollars for 
the reinoval. As you know in the end it cost 
her about two hundred and sixty thousand. 

‘Tt is not necessary to go into details about 
this, —— it is a matter of history, and is 
known to all.”’ 

During Mayor Whallidms’s administration 
three hundred thousand dollars were snb- 
scriped to the Georgia Pacific railroad. With- 
out this aid the road probably would have 
never been built. It was not until séverai 
years later, kowever, that the bonds were ac- 
tually issued and the money paid over to the 
railroad compady. 

There has not been a more important or 
eventful administration in the history of At- 
lanta than that of Mayor Williams—the re- 
construction administration. 


Colonel William H. Hulsey. 

was elected mayor of Atlanta in 1868, and as- 
sumed the duties of office in J anuary, 1869. 
He was quite a young man then, probably 
yonnger than any who has yet held the office. 
Indeed, the chief objection that was urged 
against him was his age, the more prudent and 
thoughtful citizens hesitating at first to en- 
trust such great interest to oné so young. 
‘The truth is,’’ remarked Colonel Hulsey, ‘I 
greatly doubted myself my capabilities to dis- 
charge the duties of the office to the best in- 
terest of the city, but I soon found that 
surrounded as “I was by _ stron 
and faithful counsellors I woul 
have little trouble suscessfully administering 
he government of the city.”’

Hon. Dennis F, Hammond. 


Ex-Mayor Hammond is at present living in 


Florida, but bis administration is recalled by 


many of the older citizens. | 

‘‘Mayor Hammond’s administration,”’ says 
a gentleman who was very intimate with him 
during his term ) , 
of office, “‘was 
at a time when 
there was a great 
deal of lawless- 
ness, ;es ally 
in )reaking the 
Sunday quor 
laws. This was 
one of the spe- 
cial features of 
his administra- 
tion—the en- Ay 
forcement of the @ 
liquor laws. It 
was difficult to “ 
convict offend- 
ers, because 
they were care~ 
ful not to sell to 
any but those 
who were sure 
not to give them away. Mayor Hammond, 
however, organized a orce of sée- 
cret detectives who were stationed in sight of 
the back door, and whenever a person went in 
they would take their names, and summon 
them next morning as witnesses against the 
saloonkeepers. In this way a large number 
were convicted, and in every casé the full pen- 
alty of the law was im d. One saloonkeeper 
was convicted and fined three times, and 
finally gave up in disgust. 

‘Fie also made war upon the gamblers, and 
in this was as successful as in ridding the city 
of Sunday barrooms. During the year of his 
mayoralty, 1871, there was one of the most pe- 
culiar gambling establishments that ever exist- 
ed in this section, and not a little trouble was 
had in breaking it up. It was in the guise of a 
show, the tent being pitched onthe corner 
where James’s bank now stands. Mayor Ham- 
moud granted hima license, but pretty soon 
the show man was suspected of doing a double 
business. Detective were set to work and 
finally the nanes of several frequenters of the 
placeand an ingeniously located secret apart- 
ment located. The keepér was arrested, and 
Mayor Hammond himself appeared in court as 
the prosecutor. 

“The fellow was convicted, and offered to 
compromise if the court would allow him. He 
agreed to pay back every cent of the money 
he had swindled his. victims of, and tearing 
down his tent left town before dark. 

‘‘Mayor Hammond was a terror to the law- 
breakers. During his administration the fines 
collected were more than suflicient to meet 
the expensés of the entire police depariment. 
He was fearless and vigorous in the enforce- 
ment of the law, and left no stone unturned to 
ferret out and punish offenders. 

**He also did much to hasten and improve 
the public school system, which was then in 
its infancy.’’ 


John H. James. 

John H. James was Atlanta’s banker mayor 

He was elected in December, 71, and held 
the office during ‘72. In the nomination there 
were opposed to Mr. James, Hon, William H. 
Hulsey, who had already served a previous 
term, L. J. Gleen and Mr. Mike Ivey. All 
were democrats, and no republican ticket was 

ut ou. though that party had a pretty good 
oothold up to then. 

Mr. James was strictly conservative, and to 
that he attributes his selection by the nomi- 
nating conventton. . 

‘*You see,’’ said Mr. James, 
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“I was satisfac- 
tory to all. I 
SS had made 28 
N success of my 
business, and at 
that time a 
sound business 
administration 
was what the 
ople wanted. 
here had been 
a good deal of 
extravagance in 
the city’s af- 
fairs, and when 
went in I 
wee urped my at- 
tention to 
straigh tening 
things up.’’ 

Mayor James 
was the first 
mayor vested with the veto power. Previous 
to his election he was instrumental in having 
the city charter amended so as to give the 
chief executive authority to annul, if he 
thought proper, the enactments of the general 
council. 

“My purpsxse in kaving this amendment 
made,’”’ explains Mr. James, ‘‘was primarily to 
defeat certain wild-cat schemes that I was 
aware were being formulated at that time. 
You might soy that mine was a reform admin- 
istration. Everything was on that line, both 
in the civil and criminal branches of the city’s 
affairs. Judge Hopkins then sat on the 
superior court bench, and his administration of 
justice was very rigid. At one time, excite- 
ment at his ruling on some case, that effected 
the lower classes, was so severe that he 
narrowly escaped being mobbed. But he was 
firm, and, either before or since, I don’t think 
Eulton county has had a better or more con- 
scientions judge. In those times, he was a 
power in weeding out and rearranging the social 
order of things.’ 

Another feature cf Mayor James's adminis- 
tration was the pee for and appointing 
of a recorder and the erection of a calaboose. 
Weldon Mitchell, who still lives and isa citi- 
zen of Atlanta, was the first recorder, and, as 
Mr. James guys, ‘a good one, too.”’ The 
mayor, however, sat in police courton special 
occasions and in the absence of the recorder. 
Mr. James presided several times during his 
administration, once in the trial of a number 
of negroes, who had en din a riot at the 
rolling mills, a case that created a great deal 
of excitement at the time. Mr. James also 
had a prominent hand in the remodeling the 
city’s charter. He was on the’finance commit- 
tee, with Hon. N, L. Angier and Hon. John 
T. Grant, and to their efforts is mainly due 
the credit for the perfection of the charter. 
He was also instrumental in having the clause 
inserted which made it crimiual for a council- 
man to be interested, personally, in the enact. 
ment of any legislation. 

The $300,000 that had been invested by the 
previous administration in the G a Pacific, 
then known as the Western railroad, was pro- 
vided for by the issue of bonds while Mr. 
James was in office. 

“When I was mayor,” said Mr. James, “‘we 
had no such streets or sidewalks as now. We 
then used planks for curbstones, and the walks 
were not much better than paths. I don’t be- 
lieve we had even thought of a street car line. 
That was only about. fifteen. years ago, but 
you'd hardly think it when you look at our 
paved streets and car lines now.”’

GORDON IN CHICAGO. 


THREE THOUSAND PEOPLE LISTEN 
7O HiM IN MASONIC HALL, 


The People Grow Wild With Shouting as the 
General Grasps the Stars and Stripes 
and Pays Tribute to the Flag. 


— 


CHICAGO, November 30.—Cheering and 
shouting, to be remembered for a long time 
shook Central Musie Hall tonight. Nearly 
three thousand typical people of the northern 
city were applauditig a famous confederate 
general, who, carried away by the spirit of the 
moment, Was grasping in his hands the stars 
and stripes, and“in burning words apostro- 
phizing the he fought on 
many «@ bloody. field... General J. B. 
Gordon, governor ofthe state of Georgia, was 
the speaker. The assemblage had gathered 
in the interest of the monument to the con- 
federate dead in Chicago and the coffers of 
the box oftice:were full. On the stage were a 
score of the most prominent professional and 
business men of Chicago, and presiding as 
1 was the mayor of the city. The fa- 
miliar 


STRAINS OF “DIxIE”’ 
greated the southern leader as he first entered 
the hall, and when the great audience caught 
sight of his erect, soldierly figure and gray 
mustached, deep-scarred, noble looking coun- 
tenance, a yellof delight went up that told 
him he was among his friends. 

Another storm of applause began 
when Mayor Cregier introduced General Gor- 
don as governor of a sister state to Illinois, of 
the United States, and may it be united 
through all time with all states constituting 
this great union, the statesman and the sol- 
dier. 

Outbursts of cheering here cut short what- 
ever followed of the introduction, but all was 
suddenly hushed as General Gordon in a voice 
tremulous with emotion began: 

GOVERNOR GORDON’S SPEECH. 

I thank you with all the sincerity of my.nature 
for this generous reception. What more appropri- 
ale moment could there be than now to analyze 
some of tfie effects ofthe late civil war, and how it 
has binded hearts? From the incidents of the past,let 
us come as one now and consider the welfare of 
this peerless repuolic. — 

**War,’’ deciared Governor Gordon, ‘‘though often 
calamitous, is not alwaysan evil. Justifiable war, 
however grievous for the present, may work for the 

ople a might of popular good and national glory. 

Sven war waged against rebellious subjects may be 
such. The revolution of 1776is a living example, 
The resistance by our fathers was & just warrebel- 
lion true, concerted deliberate rebellion—but it 
was a paradox of history, a rebellion for 
defense againstdemands, against personal liberty. 
Our war of 1861 was the only war where it might be 
safely claimed on both sides to be a war of de:ense. 
For the north, defense of the integrity of the re- 
public; to the south, adefense of the rights of states, 
of home, property, guaranteed rights, and, there- 


fore, of guatanteed freedom. It is imma- 
terial to inquire which was right 
The war, and all actors in it, 


will yet be tried by the tmmortal judze of all in the 
impartial forum of all... When the final verdict 
isgiven, no more consecrated purposes, no more 
exalt@® ideus can be shown than those on both 
sides in the great contest. 

‘The awful joining of those two great clouds—the 
dark bine of the north and the sombregray of 
the soutb,’”’ was a phrase indicating the way the 
speaker eloquently sketched the struggle which 
he said, ‘‘tranformed the colored race from useless 
barbarism to the best clad, best fed, most contented 
class in the civilized world.’’ 

The speaker paid a fervent tribute to the fidelity 
of the negroes during the war to the protection of 
life and property, and claimed that it proved con- 
ciusively the kindly treatmentthe negro had been 
receiving. He said that sinee the war. iu some in+ 
stances, misguided philanthropy and great political 
influence havein some way antagonized the two 
races, but in the end Christendom will applaud the 
treatment of tbe negro by the whites since the war. 
The "Negro problem,’’ he continued, ‘should be left 
to the two peoples most interested, and the negro 
problem, if there weresuch problem, would be set- 
tle tothe benefit of both. ‘Agitation,’ he said, 
‘begets, “gp Ph metegtegs apprehension turns to dis- 
trust, and distrust to allienation, the forerunner of 
strife.’ 

“The effect on the future eharacter of the: re- 
public,’’ said Governor Gerdon, ‘‘would depend 
upon the use made of the history of the conflict. 
To build the self-respect ofour youtb, we must 
teach the boy thatin his veins flows the blood of 
heroes. To destroy a boy’s manhood write no his- 
tory of the war and build no monuments 
to dead heroes In not the remote future, 
the north may need whatever of  pa- 
triotism there ig in the south just 
as the south would need the north. Already the 
country was grappling with the socialistic spirit 
that bas doomed other nations, and even threat- 
ened this faircity. Could they avert the eyil by 
building walls of prejudice. Perish such thoughts; 
perish all doubt and dtstrust, 

“Long live American manhood,” cried General 
Gordon, “long live American self-respect, the spirit 
of justice, the union of these co-equal states, de- 
fended by the manhood of the entire American 
peopie. Long float this banner,” said he impni- 
sively, grasping the national flag, ‘‘the proudest 
embiem ot law and honor and freedom ever in the 
wor!d, emblematic ot complete harmony as that of 
the sphere, guiding our sister republics of France 
and Brazil, and q)l peoples of the earth in learning 
how to be free.”’ 

The effect of the earnest words was electri- 
cal. It was several minutes before the cheer- 
ing Subsided, and the audience dispersed sing- 
ing ‘‘America.”’ 

Governor Gordon was then escorted to the 
Iroquois club, where a reception was held. 
The hospitalities there were a centinuation of 
the series that began early in the morning, 
when Governor Gordon was met twenty miles 
outof town by a committee headed by General 
Crook, United States army.

In 1884, Kemp, with a detachment of red 
skins was captured by United States troops, 
and the abducted boy, then 24 years old, was 
sent to his relatives‘at his old home in Wiscon- 
sin.

AUSTRIANS ACCUSED OF BREAKING 
FAITH. 


A GERMAN GRUDGE AGAINST HER ALLY 


Correspondence Which May Have a Sertous 
Ending—The News From Brazil— 
What Dom Pedro Has to Say. 


BERLIN, November 30.—[{Copywright 1889 
by New York Associated Press.}—The foreign 
office here has ample cansé to accuse the Aus- 
trians of having broken faith regarding the 
recent Kalnoky-Bismarck compact. Within 
the present week leading points of the 
entante have been set aside. — 

Emperor Francis Joseph hus annulled the 
decision giving autonomy to Trentino, and 
Count Kalnoky has authorized the bourse to 
give quotations of the Bulgarian loan and has 
permitted the Austrian consul at Sofia to re- 
new his ostentatious intimacy with Prince 
Ferdinand. The check upon Bismarck’s 
diplomacy is absolute and has been the sub- 
ject of constant communications between this 
city and Vienna. 

Count Kalnoky is reported to have offered, 
in explanation of the action taken, the state- 
ment that he was forced to depart from the 
Friedrichsruhe arrangement even at the risk 
of precipitating a conflict with Russia. He 
found. that both an and Hungarian 
ministers were > the terms of con- 
Ciliation offered ‘¥ i and that the oppo- 
sition at Pesth wags ming 80 strong that it 
threatened to overtu’n the Tisza ministry. 
Premier Tisza demanded, as condition of his 
remaining in office, that the foreign policy be 


strengthened on the old lines re- 
ing Trentino. ae a Francis 
ph, finding that the concession 


of autonomy was considered a diplomatic vic-: 
tory, and that Premier Crispi was paeparing 
the way for annexation to Italy, decided to 
disenchant the Italians. Count Von Taafe and 
his colleagues in the Austrian ministry were 
unanimous against Emperor Francis Joseph's 
hasty assent to the autonomy and supported a 
reversal of that action. Count Von Taafe sent 
to the diet, at Innsbruck, an istimation that 
their vote granting Trentine, a separate ad- 
ministration was vetoéd. Emperor William 
and Bismarck received their explanations 
IN SULLEN SILENCE. 

Count Herbert Bismarck has written to 
Count Kalnoky that the triple alliance must 
submit to a renewal of dangers of the old po 
sition aggravated by proofs of irresolution of 
the Austrian policy. Premier Crispi, in a dis 
patch to the chancellor, comments upon the 
increased irritation of the Italians over the 
Trentino affair. The irredentist party has 
been strengthened by the condnct of Austria. 

Emperor Francis Joseph’s assent to the 
marriage of the heir of the throne, Archduke 
Francis, to Princess Marie Dorothea, 
daughter of Archduke Joseph, will make 
Prinee Ferdinand, of Bulgaria, the uncle of 
the future emperor of Austria, the mother 
of the princess being a sister of Kyince Fer- 
dinand. The ceremony will be held in 
February, immediately after tbe expiration 
of the year of mourning for the late Crown 
Prince Rudolph. 

The net result of Bismarck’s conferences 
with the czar of Kalnoky and their prolonged 
intriguing is an intensified antagonism be- 
tween Austria and Russia, the irritation of 
Italy and the relaxation of the relations of 
the dreibund., 

THE NEWS FROM BRAZIL, 

Advices from Brazil were received at Ham- 
burg tonight via Lisbon. They were dated 
Bahia, November 18th, and were brought by 
the German steamer Tijuca, which arrived in 
Tagustoday. They state that trade in Bahia 
was not disturbed by the revolution. Althougb 
the news of the change in form of government 
created a sensation in Bahia, everything re- 
mained quiet. The troops appeared to sympa-— 
thize. with the republic. They. were 
kept in- readiness at the barracks for 
tweuty-four hours, but the people remained 
quiet and the military precautions were relax- 
ed. Marshal Hortes du Fonseca held a con- 
ference in the town hall with the president of 
the province, who declining to adhere to the 
provisional government was superseded, under 
orders from Rio Janeiro by Dr. Periera. 

HOW DOM PEDRO WAS INFORMED. 

Dispatches from Rio Janeiro in reference to 
Dom Pedro’s arrival there from Petropolis, 
state that he asked for a conference 
with General Du Fonseca, who refused 
to grant one, whereupon Senators Dantas and 
Correa sought an interview with General D. 
Fonseca, who made them the medium to in- 
form Dom Pedro that the republic had been 
established and that he must depart for Enu- 
rope. Dom Pedro broke down on hearing the 
news, and protested that he deserved better 
treatment at the hands of the Brazilians. The 
people of Bahia believed in the permanence of 
the republic. 

PORTUGEESK REPUBLICANS ACTIVE. 

Hamburg firms receive cipher dispatches 
freely from Rie Janeiro. Open dispatches, in 
spite of the assurance of the provisional gov- 
ernment, appears to be subjected to censor- 
ship. One cipher dispatch reports that in a 
row in the streets of Rio Janeiro, after a pub- 
lic meeting, there were cries of ‘‘Down with 
the republic.” *‘Long live Dom Pedro,” eétc., 
and revolvers were actively used, several per- 
sons being killed and many wounded. 

Conservative oe here continue to predict

THE BURNING TRIBUNE BUILDING. 
And Twenty*Persons Supposed to Have Lost 
Their Lives. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., November 50.—The 
Tribune offiee was burned tonight. and i is’ ex- 
pected that from ten to twenty people lost their 
lives. Shortiy after 11 o’clovk a portion of the wall 
on Fourth street fell, and a number of persons 
are believed to have been buried underngath. Five 
men more or less injured have been taken intoadrug 
store in the vicinity of the fire, and three others 
have just been carried into a restaurant near by. 
The Tribune building is on the northeast corner of 
Fifteenth avenue and Fourth street. Those known 
to be Gead are Harry Colwell and — McCutcheon 
printers in the Tribune office. They were killed by 
jumping. One unknown man lies in Circkier'’s 
drug store. He probably worked on the sixth tioor 
of the Tricune building. There were nearly one 
hundred rsons employed on the seventh 
floor where the fire broke out' The only body yet 
identified is that of John Olsen, a merchant who 
liad gone to the composing rooms tosee about the 
‘position’ ofan *“‘ad.”’ He jaomped from the top 
floor and was killed instantly, his body being 
shockingly mangled. Seven bodies have already 
been taken out, but no more names are get known, 
The Pioneer Press's force were on the sixth floor 
and some fears. are entertained regarding their 
safety.

A prominent Philadelphia cotton spinner has 
been for some days in Albany looking into the 
advantages offered by this section for such in- 
dustries. He is delighted with the prospect 
here. He said to THz Constitution: 

There is nousein disguising the fact that the 
south is the place for cotton manufacturing. You 
can save in every way and on every side. To start 
with all buildiug material is cheaper, lumber, brick, 
etc. Then labor is far less expensive. We would 
need a few skilled operatives at first at least, then 
the tiome people could be quickly taught. They 
would inake splendid workers and in addition to 
costing less than at the nortn it would be a great 
help tothe worthy poor where living appears so 
much cheaper than with us, I see if stated that 
the colored people of the new generation make bet- 
ter operatives as a class than the Canadians, Swedes, 
or the natives of New England. They learn very 
Tupidly aud the young people quickly become very 
skillful. The great saving here is made in freights. 
A still greater saving in this respect could be made 
ifa public ginnery was added to the industry and 
cotton boughtin natural state, All expenses for 
packing, bagging, etc., could thus be dispensed 
witb. Twills and satines would doubtless be re- 
muneratively made here. Printsand more expen~ 
sive goods would hardly pay as yet owing to the 
Vast capital employed in this class of manvufacture 
at Fall River and similar large centers, There 1s 
great competition in prints, and of course the hand- 
somest designs always sell, while those factories 
which happen notto have goods which strike the 
a eng fancy, go to the watl. The best paying in- 

ustry here would be the manufacture of yarns. I 
would guar nice thatall the yarns manutactured 
here of certain numbers, could be sold on arrival! in 
the city of Philadelphia, The south ought to spin 
all her cotton into yarn and shipit in that form 
not only to the north, buy to England and other 
foreign ports,’’

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"AUNT PATSY'S RIDE. 


A THRILLING INCIDENT OF A BRAVE 
WOMAN PIONEER 


Who Was An Ancestor of Our Own Alex. 
’ Stephens—Aunt Patsy Stephens, of Tal- 
iaferro County. 


CRAWFORDVILLE, Ga., November 30,—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence.]—The first settlers of 
Taliaferro county all took up lands along the 
two main rivers, and the water shed betweon 
was considered as too poor and sterile to be 
worth an effort toward cultivation, but as the 
richer lands were all soon claimed, it gradually 
came about by degrees that the settlers were 
forced to build homes upon the lands of the 
water shed, which, even at that early time, 
was called ‘‘Pearidge’” on account of the 
barrenness of the soil, and which suggestive 
title has been handed down to the present 
day. The frontiersmen were thus forced to 
settle up the ridge to be near enough to river 
settlers to band together for mntual protection 
against the depredation of the prowling In- 
dians who claimed the rich lands on the ether 
side of the Oconee, and which finally led to 
the war of the Oconee. 

Among the families who lived nearest the 
line dividing the lands of the whites and In- 
dians was one named Stephens, whose de- 


om this county, Hon. Robert Whitfield, “scendants have done so much for our county. 


OLD AUNT PATSY STEPHENS 
was a stirring, thoro woman, well 
fitted to be the wife of frontiersmap 
and she was 80 energeti she always had 
her own fields or “‘patches’’ of corn and wheat 
which she worked with her own hands after 
her duties in tbe house were over. On one 
occasion, when “Aunt Patsy’s’’ twelve-acre 
patch of corn was full of fine roasting ears, an 
alarm of Indians was raised and terror reigned 
in the homes of the settlers. Soon, however, a 
plan of action was formed, and steps were 
taken to carry it out. All the women and 
children, with the horses and whatever valua- 
bles could be carried, were hurried down the 
banks of Little river toa place cailed Fort 
Springs. It may be, and indeed is now known 
as Quaker springs, and located on land owned 
by Messrs. Pope, of Wilkes. Here the men 
stopped an hastil erected a fort 
and stockade, in which to leave the 
women and  childien, while the hus 
bands and fathers retraced their steps 
to disput inch by inch the red fiends’ progress, 
and to drive them back or die in defense of 
their homes. 

THE LITTLE GARRISON 

did very well for a few days, but then, to add 
to the horrors of their situation, the provisions 
began to run low. At last it was out, and still 
no tidings from the brave men who had gone 
forth to defend them. All day and all night 
they strained every nerve, listening for their 
return. The moon shone peacefully down 
upon the little band of women, who were try- 
ing to still the cries of their hungry children. 
No sound broke the stillness of the night out 
side except the occasional hoot of an owl, who 
was indignant that such strangers should in- 
vade his dominion. 

At last Au@t Patsy couldn’t bear the sus- 
pense no longer. 

“Get me a filly,’’ said she, “and I’ll go and 
see what has become of the men, and at least 
I’ll bring some food back here. We can’t 
starve like rats in a trap, and if the redskins 
have whipped out all our men, it is better, we 
know it, than lie here and wait for ’em to come 
on down here on us, all penned up, and too 
weak to lift a finger in defense. No, no, you 
needn’t say a word! I’m agwine!”’ she re- 
plied in determined tones, as the frightened 
———. begged her not to leave them, but 
Aunt Patsy was determined, so improvising a 
bridle out of a piece of chain and two strips of 
hickory bark, she spread an old home-made 
rug on the back of her ‘‘filly,’”’ and bam scien | 
up, was out of sight in a {moment—swallowe 
upinthe gloom of tangled growth that lined 
the banks of the stream, 

Heading a bee line for home, 

AUNT PATSY RODE ON, 

keeping a sharp lookout for lurking foes, but 
to her great surprise she saw no signs of Indi- 
ans or of the white men. Much mystified; she 
still kept on, nor once drew rein until she 
came near the clearing where they 
had built their home. Still nearer, 
and she could see her own house. still 
standing. She then dismounted and 
drawing forth a ball of homespun thread, she 
took ofi her cotton apron, and dividing it. into 
four parts, she proceeded to wrap a piece 
around each foot of the filly, thus muffing the 
sound of feet on the ground. She then re- 
mounted and started for her twelve—acre patch 
to fill her meal-bag full of the roasting ears 
for the starving garrison. Lulledinto a feel- 
ing Of safety by the absence of hostile sight 
and sound, she was thinking that may be it 
had just been a scare and no more when, on 
looking over into her field of corn,she saw ten 
ortwelve Indians slaying her fine roasting 
ears. Taken on surprise but never loosin 

her presence of mind, she aiued 
one shrill whoop, and_ riding at 
full speed towards them hollowing: 

‘‘Here’s the redskins, boys! Here they go 
boys, shootem! Shoot em!” and she fired off 
her old gun once or twice, as the Indians fied 
in great haste towards the river, thinking a 
party of white men were close after them. 

Aunt Patsy’s ruse might not have worked 
so well had it been old Indians, but the braves 
being all away on the warpath, this 

PARTY OF YOUNG BUCKS 

had crossed the river Oconee, and made a raid 
on the deserted fields of the settlers, and but 
for Aunt Patsy, they might have burned down 
the last home in the settlement, but receiving 
such a fright they hurriedly crossed the river 
into their own reservation, while Aunt Patsy, 
filled her sack and hurried back to the fam- 
ishing garrison, who welcomed her with tears 
of gratitude. 

Luckily that night, the men all came back, 
having chased the Indians far down the river 
until they crossed over, when the whites con- 
cluded they would return to the little fort, on 
Little river, where they found all safe and 
well, thanks to Aunt Patsy and her filly. 

This same Aunt Patsy is the ancestress of 
our own much loved fellow-townsman, Hon. 
A. H. Stephens, whose form lies buried near 
his own loved home, “Liberty Hall,” and over 
whose grave the town keeps loving and vigi- 
lant watch. | 

It would seem incredible to our present gen- 
eration of society belles that a woman could 
do the work that our ancestresses accom- 
plished, but they lived an active out door life, 
often working hardin the fields with their 
husbands, regarding the house duties as mere 
play, and of a surety they were noble women, 
whose presence cheered on our forefathers, 
when well nigh breaking down under their 
manifold trials and hardships, but they suc- 
ceeded, and our fair land, with its multitude 
of elegant churches, schools and homes, stands 
a living monument of their courage and per- 
severance.

John T. Graves’s Revolutionary Ancestry, 
From Miss Elisa Bowen’s History of Wilkes, 
Among the noted revolutionary soldiers who 
settled in what was then Wilkes, but now Lincoln, 
was Colonel John Graves. He had been a distin. 
guished officer, was at the battles of Brandywine, 
Germantown, Monmouth and at the siege of York- 
town. When General Greene crossed the Yadkin 
coming south in 1781, Colonel Graves, with 200 men, 
was ordered to protect the passage of the troops 
from Cornwallis. He acted with great gallantry, 
and was entirely successful in a desperate encounter. 
He settled near Grave’s mountain to which he 
gave name, but afterwards moved just beyond 
what are now called the “French Mills,” where he 
died.

The Passing of the Trusts. 

New York has dealt with the sugar trust, 
the courts have sustained the anti-trust 
laws, and now the supreme court of Illinois 
. has smashed the gas trust, which is one of 
the most obnoxious of combinations, and 
the most widespread. 

The supreme court of Illinois decides 
that combinations of gas companies are 
against public policy, and, therefore, illegal. 
Jt is held that the Chicago Gas Trust com- 
pany has no power to purchase and hold 
the stock of other gas companies; that such 
* stock is not necessary in the manufaeture 
of gas, and that the only object of acquiring 
and holding such stock is to create a monop- 
oly and prevent competition. 

As the sugar trust and the gas trust have 
been dealt with and disposed of, so can the 
other trusts be vanquished. They are irri- 
tating, aggravating and oppressive, but the 
moment the firm hand of the law is laid on 
them they collapse,

Cotton is King, and a Good One. 

What a marvelous thifig is this cotton, 
that, having oppressed the south, is<now 
going to enrich it above all other sections of 
the republic! 

The other-day the Central railroad or- 
dered 5,000 new freight cars—to help carry 
its overwhelming business. The East Ten- 
messee has just ordered seventy-five new 
engines—to relieve the glut on its lines! 
What isthe cause of this extraordinary 
growth in freights? 

Cotton—largely! Orrather cotton seed. 
Ten years ago a farmer brought four bales 
of cotton to Carrollton. That made one 
ton of freight—and the railroads were then 
done with his cotton crop. He now brings 
his four bates of cotton, or one ton—and 
also two tons of seed, from which the one 
ton of lint was stripped. The railroad 
takes the two tons of seed, to Atlanta and 
delivers them to the oil mill. The mill 
takes 480 pounds of oil out of the two tons 
of seed, and sends 1,520 pounds of cotton 
meal, or fertilizer, back to the farmer—and 
then ships the quarter of a ton of oi] to the 
west. Where the road formerly got one ton 
of through freight from four bales of cotton, 
it now has five tons, four tons of which are 
local freight! 

For four years now the south has added 
an average of 450,000 balesa year to her 
cotton crop, And yet the world’s demand 
is less satisfied today than it was four years 
ago. Within five years we believe we shall 
see a crop of 10,000,000 bales grown in the 
south, sold at fair prices. Every missionary 
that goes out extends the demand for cotton 
goods. Every new mile of territory opened 
up in Africa or Asia brings in new buyers, 
The explorer, Stanley, is but a drummer 
for the cotton grower, Every railroad built 
makes way for more cotton. Mr. Raoul 
has just sent us a Mexican paper, issued in 
a city in Mexico his railroad has just 
reached. It contains a proclamation from 
the mayor reciting that, whereas, the rail- 
road has reached the city, and strangers are 
apt to appear at any time, the adult males 
are now required to wear breeches! Cotton 
breeches, of course! And sothe forces of 
religion, of discovery, of commerce, work 
together to extend the territory and confirm 

the dominion of our good and stout King 
Cotton!

Mrs. Yapp’s Dollar. 

Some people think that when a newspa- 
per makes an honest mistake, and prints an 
_ uncomplimentary item about them, that it 

is an easy matter to bring a libel suit and 

recover damages. | : 

Such suits worry the plaintiffs a good 
deal more than they do the defendants. As 
arule, newspapers try to publish the facts. 
They do not intentionally print libelous 
matter. -Intelligent juries take this view of 
it, and it is the rarest thing in the world 


for them to render a big damage verdict 


against a newspaper. 
_ A recent case in St. Louis shows the drift 
ef such matters. The Globe-Democrat pub- 


ment for perjury. 

When Mrs. Yapp read this, she very nat- 
urally got mad, and her husband shared her 
feeling. It was nothing to them that the 
Globe-Democrat had been misled. They 
did not want a public retraction. Nothing 
would satisfy them but heavy damages. 

So Mrs. Yapp brought suit for $10,000 
damages. The case came up for trial last 
Wednesday. Mrs. Yapp and her husband 
swore that the plaintiff had no connection 
with the suit referred to in the libelous tele- 
gram, and that her reputation was of the 
very best. The Globe-Democrat practically 
made no defense. The jury promptly ren- 
dered a verdict in favor of Mrs, Yapp for 
one dollar—enough to buy her a small 
Thanksgiving turkey. 

Of course the Yapps are bitterly disap- 
pointed. But they might have foreseen the 
result. Juries .in this country will not 
award heavy damages against a newspaper 
unless they are satisfied that the libel com- 
plained of was printed through malice or 
gross negligence.

Democratic Negroes. 

The democratic leaven is working among 
the negroes, especially at the north, where 
the negroes have a better opportunity .to 
test the true inwardness of republicanism, 
and to measure the real extent of republi- 
can hypocrisy. ‘The movement of the 
northern negroes in the dtrection of the 
democratic party is more serious tha# the 
republicans are willing to admit, | It is not 
an organized movement— it is an instinctive 
revolt from the party led by the younger 
and more intelligent negrves of the north, 
who have had ample opportunity to feel and 
digest the injustice with which the negroes 
of that section are treated by those who 
profess to be their best friends, 

A significant indication of the growth of 
this movement ig in the shape of a circular 
issued by Thomas A. Beckam, of Peekskill, 
N. Y., and Thomas Harding, of New York 
city. In this circular these colored men 
announce their purpose of beginning the 
publication of a democratic newspaper. 
They say that the colored people must be 
educated in democratic principles, and they 
grow so indignant, while contemplating the 
wrongs that their race has suffered at the 
hands of northern republicans, that they 
pile up metaphor, so to speak, until it 
reaches the limit. They declare that the 
National Eye, which is to be the name of 
their paper, shall have for its platform ‘‘the 
death of the republican party, from its ad- 
vent into the world to the finish, a continual 
fire to be kept upon the enemy, and the 
lash will be laid on without fear or favor.’’ 

Another very interesting sign is embodied 
in an appeal to the colored people, that has 
just been issued by Jesse Mason, of Aledo, 
Illinois, a young negro who cast his first 
vote last fall. He is an educated negro, 
and has given considerable thought to the 
political condition of the negro at the north. 
In his address, young Mason alludes to two 
incidents that are typical of the purposes of 
the white republicans. A negro barber of 
Aledo, named Clarke, was nominated by 
the republicans for town clerk, but another’ 
republican, a white man, 
pendent, and Clarke received only a few 
votes, although, in that township, the re- 
publicans had a majority of 180. Last fall 
the republicans of Aledo nominated a negro 
named Henderson for constable, but a re- 
publican ran independently, and Henderson 
wasdefeated. Indeed, the most of the votes 
he received were traced to democrats, 

In his appeal, Jesse Mason shows that 
emancipation was merely an incident of the 
war, and not the object thereof, and he 
shows that the negroes of the north, by 
keeping the republicans in power for twenty 
years or more, have cancelled all political 
obligations. The following from Mason’s 
appeal is decidedly interesting:

We want 
them tosee the United States, and to do that 
they should goto St. Louis. Our fund is raised.

Every one of the 102 salesmen is re- 
quired to make monthly crop reports. Each 
of these reports covers about half a state. The 
salesman, trained to careful investigation and 
visiting every town in his district, makes a re- 
port which represents the actual situation as 
nearly as intelligence and experience can gauge 
it. Mr. Simons consolidates these reports 
monthljy in pamphlet form, and from them he 
is able, not only to judge intelligently of 
credits, but can make acluse estimate of the 

uantity of goods the trade will take. 

L jThe crop reports this fall are the best for the 
whole county that the firm has ever received, 
North Georgia, above Marietta, is a woefal 
exception. There the frost cut off the cotton 
crop so that in places they won’t make more 
than a bale to eight acres.

Comptroller General” Wright performed a 
disagreeable duty yesterday, which was imposed on 
him by the action of the last legi3lature. For a 
number of years the insurance companies which 
have “been delinquent in paying their taxes, and 
have thereby made themselves liable toa fine of 
$500, have petitioned the Jegislature to bo relieved 
from paying the fine,and their petitions have always 
been granted, This year, however,the Niagara Fire 
Insurance company, the Metropolitan Plate Glass 
company, the Equitable Accident company and 
Home Benefit association of New York will be 
obliged to pay the fine. The legislature 
having decidod that the law wasmade to be en- 
forced, and there was no reason why they should 
be guided by the action of former legislatures, 
Comptroller Wright notified each of the companies 
yesterday thatasthey had failed to remit their 
taxes in time it became his duty to demand imme- 
diate payment of the $500 fine. Two of the petitions 
to hare the fine remitted passed the legislature but 
failed to pass the senate. 

Comptroller General Wright received notice 
yesterday of an action taken by the county commis- 
sioners of Camden county which forms a new prece- 
dent. The letter came from St. Mary’s, aud said:

Tolleson’s Attorneys Haye Taken Up An- 
other Point in the Case.

The Tolleson case came up again at a few 
minutes after two o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
before Judge Marshali J. Clarke, in chambers.

Colonel B. F. Abbott read a reply to the pe- 
tition and Hon. N. J. Hammond asked if all 
the evidence should not be introduced in the 
argument, . 

After a discussion of the matter 
the court and all parties had 
® clearer understanding -of the pe- 
tition, and aftar some disc it was agreed 
that the mattei of evidence should remain in 
statu quo until the court should see the ne- 
cessity of bringing up the evidence ; and Judge 
Hopkins began his argument. 

The argument was 4 masterly one. The 
re a point on which the ge was 

ased was that when the original bill was fiied 
on January 26, Tolleson was mentioned as the 
alleged [president of the . corporation, but was 
not madé a party to the suit. The point was 
taken that the o al petition was that the 
corporation be enjoined, and that its officers be 
enjoined, and that the order was that the 
corporation should turn over the 
assets to the receiver, and that the order 
stopped short of requiring the officers of the 
corporation to turn over the assetsjand effects 
of the corporation. The argument set up that 
Tolleson had not even been made a party to 
the bill. 

On that ground theclaim was that the court 
had no jurisdiction over Tolleson to send him 
to jail for contempt of court without his hay- 
ing been made a party to the suit. 

Section 4711, of the code, relating to con- 
tempt of court, wasread and Judge Hopkins 
showed that if there was any part of 
the section that referred to olleson 
it was in refusing to obey the decrees or com- 
mands of the court, and that asthe command 
of the court was not to Tolleson, but to the 
el, apm and that Tolleson had not been 
made a party and was therefore not in con- 
tem pt.
